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BUILDING IN RURAL WALES 


THE recent White Paper on Rural Wales* and the Govern- 

ment’s defence of it in the subsequent House of 
Commons debate were both somewhat disappointing. The 
Government have rejected the proposals made earlier this 
year by the Council for Wales and Monmouthshire that there 
should be a special Exchequer grant of £60 million to finance 
a twelve-year programme of rehabilitation, and that a Welsh 
Rural Development Corporation should be set up to administer 
the programme. It was envisaged that of this {£60 million 
approximately £24 million would be spent on housing, £16 
million for rural water supplies and sewerage, and {£20 
million for other purposes including roads, electricity supplies 
and agricultural improvements. Most of the {£60 million 
would thus have been spent on building and civil engineering, 
and one of the functions of the Corporation would have been 
to arrange group contracts so as to encourage building firrns 
to undertake work in rural areas. 


The Government take the view that it would not be sound 
policy to subsidise still further the existing economy, although 
they fully sympathise with the desire of the Council for 
Wales to establish a stable rural economy. They point out 


that very heavy subsidies are already being paid in rural 


Wales for the building of houses, for the provision of water 
supply and sewerage, and for local authority services generally. 
The Government consider that the better and more enduring 
way is to consider how the economy of these rural areas can 
be made more self-supporting. To this end, the Govern- 
ment propose to ask the Agricultural Land Commission to 
investigate the types of farming most suitable for rural Wales, 
and they promise a steadily expanding programme of afforest- 
ation. Legislation is to be introduced in due course to 
enable grants to be made for improving minor roads in the 
uplands. 

As a matter of general principle, the Government are 
obviously right in stating that rural Wales should be helped 
to become self-supporting, and should not be dependent on 
more and more subsidies. Even so, there may still be a case 


. for a limited amount of special subsidies designed to help 


rural Wales towards a self-supporting economy. Sixty 
million pounds is no doubt a lot of money, but spread over 
12 years it is not a terrifyingly large sum by modern standards 
of public expenditure and considered as a capital investment 
from which the whole country will benefit. In spite of the 
fact that the rural districts of Wales receive substantial 
subsidies already for housing purposes both under the 
provisions of the Housing Act for additional grants and under 
the Hill Farming Act, there may well be a case for further 
assistance. - The rural areas of Wales do constitute a special 
problem; they probably suffer more than most English 
counties from the effects of derating, and it would seem that 
the drift from the countryside over the past few decades has 
been more serious in Wales than in England. In some 
parts of rural Wales the mountainous nature of the countryside 
and the difficulty of finding level sites add to the cost of 
housing and other services. For the same reason private 
individuals of a class who normally own their own homes may 
be discouraged from building a house in those areas, and the 
whole burden of building new houses may fall on the local 
authority. Thus, in the urban district of Dolgelly, which 
is the county town of Merionethshire and has a comparatively 
large number of people of the professional and administrative 
classes, there were for over two years no applications at all 
for licences for private housebuilding. All these considera- 
tions suggest quite a strong case for a limited amount of special 
assistance to help the rural areas of Wales while the economy 
is being put on its feet. 


On one matter of special interest to the building industry, 
the Government have in effect adopted the recommendations

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of the Council for Wales—namely, the necessity of special 
measures to encourage building firms to undertake work in 
rural Wales. The Government propose to ask the Welsh 
Agricultural Organisation Society to consider the problem of 
group contracts, and in particular whether farmers would 
be helped by setting up a co-operative society for farm 
improvements. ‘The grouping of contracts is undoubtedly 
a matter of importance. The Council for Wales in their 
report more than once referred to the fact that it is not worth 
while for the larger contractors to operate in many parts of 
rural Wales. Indeed, reports reaching this paper suggest 
that a fair amount of housing work is being done by direct 
labour in an effort to avoid reliance on small local firms. 
There is, in fact, a real danger that a considerable amount of 


building work in rural Wales may in the future be lost to | 


contractors through this cause—a matter which the contracting 
side of the industry might well consider. 


ACCIDENT PREVENTION 


THE formation and growth of the London Building and 

Engineering Contractors’ Accident Prevention Group 
may be indicative of the growing awareness in the industry 
of the necessity to take more active steps in the realms of 
accident prevention. This group, which meets regularly to 
exchange views and hear speakers deal with specialised 
aspects of the subject, now includes many of the larger 
national contractors. Commendable as it is, the formation 
of this group and another in Glasgow can hardly be looked 
upon as the industry’s answer to the Chief Factory Inspector’s 
challenge in his last official report in which, referring to the 
high accident rate in the building industry, he said: “ It is 
therefore not surprising that many of the Inspectors’ reports 
suggest that the time is approaching for recourse to legal 
proceedings on a wider scale than hitherto.” 

There is little room for doubt that with the welter of other 
problems confronting it, the industry as a whole has been 
inclined to shelve this one for the time being; in the mean- 
time, the accident rate (the highest in any industry other than 
mining) shows little sign of falling. 
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The task is by no means an easy one. Quite apart from 
the nature of the work, the very composition of the industry 
adds to the difficulty. ‘The number of small companies and 
one-man businesses, the employment of casual labour and the 
assortment of different firms working together on a building 
site are but three of many factors requiring consideration, 
The question has often been posed : ‘‘ Can the industry afford 
the money required to comply strictly with the Building 
Regulations ?”” We should now like to pose the question: 
“Can the industry afford not to comply?” Insurance 
premiums are rocketting and the number of man-hours lost 
at a time when every attempt is being made to increase the 
productive effort are on a scale which merits grave considera. 
tion. The intangible cost of human misery and suffering 
must also be added to the debit side. 


Both employers and operatives have a well-defined leg 
obligation, but law is a poor substitute for the right attitud: 
of mind. This attitude of mind can be fostered by indoctr‘na. 
tion, and the responsibility for that lies squarely on the 


shoulders of top management.on the one side and the unions 
Accident prevention is an integral part of thef 
management function and it is significant that figures havef 
proved that efficiency and safety-consciousness go hand inf 
hand. The welfare and safety of their members should also} 
be of prime importance in union policy. Here more emphasis§ 
should be placed on promoting safe working conditions than} 
on the financial compensation after an accident has taken}

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HOUSING MEDALS 
COMPETITIONS 


Wider Scope Envisaged 


HANGES in the character of the 
Ministry of Housing and _ Local 
Government Housing Medals Competition 
are forecast in a Ministry circular (No. 68/ 
53) to local authorities which sets out the 
conditions for the 1954 competition. 


The circular, which encloses a memoran- 
dum giving details of the competition, points 
out that there will be two innovations in 
1954. Instead of limiting it to one year, the 
field of entry has been extended to cover 
post-war housing schemes completed at any 
time up to December 31, 1953 (provided they 
have not been submitted in previous com- 
petitions), and, for the first time, a diploma 
will be awarded to the builder responsible 
for the building work in each winning 
scheme, in addition to the usual awards to 
architects and local authorities. 

In his circular, the Minister says that in 
judging entries in the 1954 competition par- 
ticular attention will be paid to schemes pre- 
senting attractive solutions to the special 
problems of design linked with the use of 
“* People’s Houses,” or new tradition houses. 


“The intention,” the circular states, “is 
that the awards shall go to schemes of archi- 
tectural merit in which compact planning and 
economical and_ efficient construction, 
whether traditional or new tradition, are 
allied with high standards in elevation, lay- 
out, grouping and landscape treatment, with 
due regard to the economical use of land and 
services. The importance of these considera- 
tions has again been emphasised in 
“Houses 1953.’” 


As in previous years, the competition is 
being held in collaboration with the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. In each 
region outside London there will be an award 
for one urban scheme and one rural scheme. 
In the London region there will be an award 
for a scheme designed to accommodate 100 
persons or over per net residential acre, and 
another at less than that figure. Local 
authorities, housing associations and new 
town development corporations will be 
eligible for these awards. 


The awards committees, consisting of 
architects, nominees of local authority asso- 
ciations and a builder nominated by the 
Federation of Registered Housebuilders for 
each committee, will be constituted as in 
previous years. 


The closing date for entries is February 27 
next. 


IMPROVEMENT SCHEMES 


In 1955 it is proposed to hold separate 
competitions simultaneously for (a) schemes 
of conversion or improvement carried out by 
local authorities and other public and private 
owners, and (b) schemes of new housebuild- 
ing by private enterprise. Schemes eligible 
for these new competitions will be those 
completed by the end of next year. It is 
hoped that the greater encouragement given 
to improvement work by the Government’s 
Housing Bill. and to private enterprise 
building by the freer issue of licences will 
produce some interesting schemes. 


No decision has been taken for future 
competitions, but it is likely that a competi- 
tion for new local authority housing schemes 
will be held in 1956, and may thereafter 
alternate with competitions featuring other 
selected aspects of housing.

ABT AND LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
SALARIES 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Mr. J. E. N. Davis, in his letter 
in your issue of December 11, has 
drawn attention to some valuable facts, 
apparently not known so generally as 
they might be, concerning the activities 
of NALGO on behalf of salaried archi- 
tects and members of allied professions 
employed by local authorities. 


As a confirmed NALGO member of 
many years’ standing, I believe that 
NALGO could become the right organisa- 
tion to guard the best interests of all 
salaried professional staff employed in the 
national and local government service, 
but certain weaknesses exist, at present, 
= prevent NALGO from claiming that 
title. 


Mr. Davis has recorded one such weak- 
ness when he reminds us that there are 
still a “‘ few exceptions ’’’ in the numbers 
of local authorities which have adopted 
the A to I scales. It may be of interest 
to note that one of the “ few exceptions’”’ 
is Coventry, where it is claimed that the 
ABT has secured benefits for its members, 
although it is unlikely that this would be 
claimed as a further benefit. 


A few authorities, in their individual 
interpretation of the charter, have pro- 
duced situations which were doubtless 
neither envisaged nor intended at the time 
of its negotiation. Can Mr. Davis say 
that NALGO is able to rectify that posi- 
tion, or better, prevent its occurrence, by 
securing a national interpretation of the 
charter which will ensure that both salaries 
and conditions shall apply with uniformity 
throughout the country, and without dis- 
crimination by any one authority with less 
scruples than another ? 


Mention has also been made by Mr. 
Davis of the grading structure and 
salary scales negotiated by NALGO for 
architectural and allied professional staffs 
employed within the Health Services. 
These provisions are sound. in construc- 
tion, reflecting the need for special con- 
sideration of the particular problems of 
the salaried architect, engineer and 
quantity surveyor, but while conforming 
in character to the recommendations 
made in the Gardiner Report for the Civil 
Service, they indicate the substantial dis- 
advantage to which those of us employed 
in local government service are placed 
when compared with Health Service 
professional staffs. 


The fact that NALGO has negotiated 
two essentially differing schemes of 
provisions governing the employment of 
professional staffs with identical qualifica- 
tion and experience requirements, and 
similar duties, and in the case of most 
county and county borough authorities, 
far greater responsibilities, appears as 
" yet a further weakness in the position of 
NALGO in the minds of those whose 
interests it sets out to guard. 


Whilst it is obvious, as Mr. Davis has 
stated, that our best interests are served 
by unity with one another, it is certain 
that anomalies such as I have mentioned 
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have encouraged the formation of “ small 
ani uninfluential groups outside the 
recognised negotiating machinery.”’ Until 
NALGO can prove its ability to pursue 
the interests of its members to final con- 
clusion and without discrimination, such 
unity will fail to be achieved through the 
medium of NALGO.

IR,—It was not intended to imply 
that NALGO dealt with salaries 
for Coal Board staffs and I apologise to 
Mr. George Tyler for an error in my 
remarks at the recent discussion on 
architects’ salaries or, alternatively, in 
the condensed report. It is pleasing to 
note his acknowledgment of the help of 
ABT in negotiating the NCB national 
scales published recently. 

The chief organiser for NALGO has 
given some facts and figures which require 
analysis and my conclusions are these, 
subject to correction :— 

(1) The six arbitration awards he refers 
to benefited only six chief officers whose 
scales were originally negotiated by their 
own sectional ‘organisation but which 
required the assistance of a trade union 
represented on the joint negotiating 
machinery. 

(2) NALGO has negotiated only two 
scales for architects at large : Intermediate 
Qualification APT Grade III, £525-£570 
per annum ; and Final Qualification APT 
Grade V, £595-£645 per annum. 

(3) Not one of the 23 NALGO members 
on the National Joint Council is an 
architect. 

(4) Not one of the seven NALGO 
members on the Whitley Council for the 
Health Services is an architect. 

(5) 'The average member is left to fight 
his own battle between the stage of 
qualification and becoming a chief officer 
or equal. 

(6) The RIBA is a professional body 
of employers and employees and not a 
trade union and should not be used in the 
way which NALGO has done. 


The answer given to my first point is what 
NALGO would like architects to believe. 
The real answer is that if architects choose 
to join ABT so that it holds over 50 per 
cent. membership in any office, then the 
local authority must negotiate with ABT 


any matters which are not already settled | 


for all local government officers at national 
level. This fact is admitted in the first part 
of Mr. Davis’ letter. Section III of the 
charter is a list of figures only and does 
not define duties or responsibility. There- 
fore no scales are laid down by the 
Whitley Council which apply to any 
particular individual. 

An architect does not expect to work in 
local government for all his career, 
therefore it is essential to join a trade 
union which can function wherever he “is 
employed. 

It is obviously time architects, engineers 
and surveyors were directly represented 
on the negotiating body. The easiest way 
for this to happen is for architects to 
withdraw their membership so_ that 
NALGO cannot negotiate for them. 
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It is the avowed policy of senior 
members of NALGO to adopt the 
practice “‘ administrator on top, expert 
on tap,”’ thus lowering the status of all 
technicians. Architects must improve 
their status by being expert administrators 
and retaining their rights. Pre-planning 
must be insisted on instead of the present 
muddle created by the administrators 
within the various services.

ACCIDENT PREVENTION 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Mr. C. Kennard’s recent paper, 
referred to in your issue of 
December 11, reminded contractors of 
the liabilities imposed on them under the 
RIBA Contract Form. I would respect- 
fully suggest, however, that this is only 
aking the problem halfway. 

In far too many cases, a contractor relies 
implicitly on the protection assumed to be 
given him by his employers and public lia- 
bility policies. It is surprising, however, 
how many liabilities, particularly “liability 
assumed under contract’? are often 
excluded from the average policy. Con- 
tractors would do well to read through the 
“‘exclusions’”’ in their insurances very 
carefully, particularly in the public liability 
policy, and discuss these matters in detzil 
with their insurance brokers. 


Insurance is often looked upon as the

HOUSE-BUILDING IN AUSTRALIA 


Work of the‘ Housing Commission of Victoria 


By A. L. KIDSON 


ie is said that some 50,000 married couples 
in Victoria, Australia (many with grow- 
ing families), are forced to share dwellings 
with in-laws and other people. But the so- 
called housing shortage there is more 
apparent than real, since the current output 
of dwellings is sufficient to balance the over- 
all demand. The problem, actually, is one 
of distribution, the chief obstacle being the 
“pegged rents” legislation which makes it 
unprofitable for owners to restrict their own 
occupancy, and so give space to others, or 
to renovate or extend existing dwellings. 
The number of new houses—23,468—built 
in Victoria during the year 1951-52 was a 
record, while at the same time there were 
5,793 homes under construction. In fact, 
as the following table shows, Victorians are 
better housed now than they have ever been.

Since 1951 there have been further im- 
provements in housing and a reduction in 
migration, so the record ratio of 3.83 has at 
least been maintained. Much of the credit 
for this must go to the State Housing Com- 
mission of Victoria, which built 2,970 dwell- 
ings in the year ended June 30, 1952, thus 
bringing its total to 17,265 homes completed 
since its inception in 1939. Figures for the 
respective years are as follows:—

Prior to 1939, practically all building in 
Australia was in the hands of private con- 


tractors, ranging from “ one-man” businesses 
chiefly engaged in home construction, to 
large companies whose activities lay mainly 
in the erection of city office blocks, hotels, 
etc. With Australia’s post-war demand for 
housing accommodation and her intensified 
migration policy, however, it became neces- 
sary to ensure that the greatest possible sup- 
plies of materials and men were directed to 
house-building. Thus, in al] States, govern- 
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ment activity in the building field substanti- 
ally increased. This was effected through the 
various Housing Commissions, created by 
statute for the purpose of either carrying 
out the actual house construction or contract- 
ing for it to be done by private firms. The 
erection of other types of building, such 
as factories and office blocks, was restricted 
by a permit system, now abandoned. 


While the Victorian Commission has 
agreed to a quota of one house in country 
districts for every two it builds in the City 
(of Melbourne), this ratio has in recent years 
been nearer to 40 per cent. Last year no 
fewer than 1,542 houses in a total of 2,970 
were erected in the country towns, the 
estates themselves numbering over 80, 
located throughout the entire State. 


MATERIALS EMPLOYED 


This Commission’s houses are built of 
brick, brick veneer, timber, or concrete, and 
range generally from two-bedroom units of 
about 900 sq. ft. floor space to three-bedroom 
houses of 1,000-1,100 sq. ft. Blocks of flats 
are also erected in special areas and for 
special purposes; but the bulk of the build- 
ing is on the one-family-one-house principle 
still greatly favoured in Australia. That, of 
course, increases the aggregate cost of such 
services as sewerage, roads and drainage, and 
adds to the “sprawl” of the larger cities. 


In a further attempt to reduce capital 
costs and consequently the rents to be 
charged, the Commission is currently experi- 
menting with a “minimum” type of pre- 
fabricated timber-framed house giving three- 
bedroom accommodation with a combined 
living-room and kitchen, for use in provincial 
centres, and prefabricated concrete flats 
grouped in blocks of four with two at ground 
level and two at first-floor level in the metro- 
politan area. 


The provision of utility services to houses 
on the Commission’s estates is the responsi- 
bility of authorities such as the State Elec- 
tricity Commission of Victoria, the Mel- 
bourne and Metropolitan Board of Works, 
the Gas and Fuel Corporation of Victoria, 
etc. Road construction is usually carried 
out by the municipalities under local govern-

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ment legislation, or alternatively, where the 
Commission controls all the land within an 
estate, by road-building firms contracting 
direct with the Commission. The Commis- 
sion’s chief engineer exercises a general 
supervision over these, and advises the 
Commission on technical problems associated 
with estate development. Private firms of 
consulting engineers are also briefed, as re- 
quired, to prepare designs and estimates, and 
to supervise the actual work after contracts 
have been let. 


PROVISION OF SERVICES 


The Commission’s aim is to provide fully 
roaded and serviced sites prior to the erec- 
tion of houses, but this has not always proved 
possible. Chief obstacles in the early post- 
war years were the lack of private contract- 
ing capacity and equipment, shortage of 
materials, such as crushed rock, cement, 
water pipe, sewer and drainage pipes, and 
delays in the implementation of the Local 
Government Act schemes for road construc- 
tion. Over the past year the supply position 
has improved substantially, and few, if any, 
material shortages are now experienced. To 
meet the lack of contracting capacity on road 
and drainage works the Commission secured 
the services of two overseas firms (one 
British, the other French) both of which are 
currently working on Commission housing 
estates. 

In addition to its constructional activities 
the Commission inspects private dwellings 
throughout the State to ensure that they com- 
ply with the requirements of the Standard 
of Habitation Regulations. In the year 
ended June 30, 1952, 275 houses were re- 
ported as being sub-standard, and demolition 
orders were issued for 121 of them. Repair 
orders were issued in respect of the remain- 
der. No demolition orders were enforced, 
however, in accord with the policy of retain- 
ing every usable house. The _Commission 
has found great difficulty in bringing repair 
orders to a satisfactory conclusion, and large 
numbers of older houses in the inner (Mel- 
bourne) suburbs have so far deteriorated that 
they are almost beyond repair. The Com- 
mission has prepared extensive “slum re- 
clamation ” plans, which is is implementing 
as finance becomes available. 


PREFABRICATED HOUSES 


‘During the post-war period of shortages, 
the Commission invited tenders for the pur- 
chase of 1,000 prefabricated houses from 
overseas contractors. Press notices were 
issued in December, 1949, and by the middle 
of January, 1950, 98 UK firms and 330 from 
Europe had registered their interest in tender- 
ing. The two lowest quotations received 
were from (a) Bunbury Pty., Ltd., Fitzroy 
(Victoria) in conjunction with Ing. A. Sag- 
meister and Co. (Austria), £A1,716 per house; 
and (b) Thermo Insulated Units, Ltd., of 
Cambridge, England, £A1,724. This firm is 
connected with Thermobau, Ltd., of Austria. 

The local cost for a timber house of simi- 
lar (two-bedroom) accommodation then was 
£A1,650; but the Federal Government had 
already agreed to provide a subsidy up to 
£A300 per house to cover the difference. 
Another tender which interested the Com- 
mission greatly was from a British firm 
manufacturing an aluminium-alloy house, 
but although most favourably Teported on 
by an Australian housing mission its price 
was the deterring factor. The Commission 
reports that no further overseas contracts, 
nor extensions to existing ones, are contem- 
plated.

figure largely in the Commission’s activities, 
and at June 30, 1952, six local prefab. fac- 
tories were under contract, and had supplied 
a total of 956 houses during the year. In 
addition, there is the Commission’s own vast 
“Concrete House Project,” claimed to be a 
unique venture in prefabrication, capable of 
turning out 1,000 complete concrete dwellings 
yearly. This rate was maintained for the 
first quarter of 1952, but was reduced then 
by 25 per cent. through shortage of funds. 
Despite .the consequent rise .in overhead 
costs—approximately £A38 per house in the 
factory—the project is still able to compete 
both in quality and in cost with local con- 
tractors. 


THE “VHC” CONCRETE HOUSE 


The “VHC” concrete house, as it is 
called, was developed from methods first in- 
troduced by a Mr. T. W. Fowler, of Werri- 
bee, Victoria, some 25-30 years ago. He 
devised a system whereby complete concrete 
walls, including openings for doors, windows, 
etc., were cast 3 in. thick on a horizontal 
steel table, and after setting were transported 
to house sites for erection. He designed the 
tables, trolley-ways, jacking combinations and 
other equipment needed. Following his 
death in 1942, the Housing Commission took 
over Fowler’s plant and instructed its 
architects’ panel to develop and improve the 
system. 


The first stage in this development was to 
replace Fowler’s manual plant with a mobile 
mechanical type, designed on a rolling prin- 
ciple. Next, the whole system was redesigned 
for operation in a factory, built during the 
Second World War as an annexe for the 
manufacture of tank-turrets, which became 
available to the Commission in 1946. This 
factory consists of one floor measuring 
1,050 ft. by 180 ft., and is close to the 
Holmsglen Railway Station, on the out- 
skirts of Melbourne. A contract was placed 
for the erection of a 300-yard per day auto- 
matic concrete mixing tower and gear on the 
north side of the factory, and for supply of 


concrete to the project on a priority basis. 
The following account of the factory’s oper- 
ations has been given by Messrs. A. C. Leith, 
FRAIA, MICE, MIEAust, and R. O. Boyce, 
BCE, AMIEAust, both members of the 
original directorate appointed by the Com- 
mission to control the project: 


METHOD OF MANUFACTURE 


“The plant itself consists of 56 casting 
tables, each approximately 30 ft. by 10 ft., 
and made of structural steel sections with a 
surfacing of quarter-inch mild steel plate 
with locking devices round all sides, whereby 
wall plates, base plates, etc., are locked into 
position on the tables. The tables them- 
selves rest on metal pedestals which in their 
turn are bolted to the concrete floor. Hinge 
points are also provided on the tables to 
engage with special hinge pedestals on the 
floor to enable the tables to be lifted from 
the horizontal to the vertical position during 
the process of stripping. The factory is 
divided into four bays longitudinally, each 
bay being equipped with two overhead 
travelling cranes. Four rows of tables are 
used, the tables being set end to end on 
the supports. 


“A skip mounted on a truck chassis picks 
up the concrete from the mixing plant at 
the centre of the building, travels into the 
factory, and by an extensible runway at the 
top of the framework built on to the truck 
the skip full of concrete is hydraulically 
passed over the concrete distributor. This 
is in the form of a mobile platform straddling 
the tables, and powered to run longitudinally 
over the tables by electric battery drive. The 
concrete from the skip is deposited into the 
hopper of the concrete distributor, and by 
a series of manually operated gates in 4 
trough in the bottom of the hopper is spread 
to a uniform thickness on the tables. The 
manually operated gates are designed in 
such a position that the concrete can be im- 
mediately cut off as the distributor Passes 
over a door or window opening, or opened 
when a full section of wall is being 
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Cc snstructed. : 
“ The reinforcement for the walls is made 


| to pattern on shadow boards, situated in 


the northern bay of the factory, and the 
completely fabricated reinforcement for any 
wal! is transferred to the relevant table by 
means of a factory truck and trailer. In- 
chided in the reinforcement fabrication are 
al! conduits, switch boxes, nailing plugs, and 
oiner accessories which require to be built 
‘nto the walls. Forms for door openings are 
olaced in their appropriate positions at the 
-, ne time as the reinforcement, the tables 
ving previously been cleaned and oiled 
ater stripping of the previous day’s cast. 
-:cel windows are cast into the walls during 
,vuring, special forms being used to locate 
frames accurately. 

‘The finished surface of the concrete is 
s..ined by the use of a mechanically 
-crated vibrating screed, followed by hand 

ting. This is handled by two workmen

-c-ire. The concrete is allowed to set for 
, »inimum of 20 hours, and at the expiration 

- this minimum period the whole of the 
rable and partially set wall is lifted from 
its supports by overhead crane and carried 
down the factory to storage and curing racks 
iocated at each end. Storage is provided for 
a total of approximately 80 houses and the 
practice is that curing shall be for a minimum 
of 21 days. The factory has access at both 
ends and, consequently, the storage racks at 
one end are filled, while from the other end 
outloadings go to the jobs, and vice versa.” 


TRANSPORT TO SITE 


For transport from factory to site (up to 
»9 miles) without undue stress on the walls, 
pecially designed trailers are used, drawn 
by diesel trucks. Seven such transporters 
are now in use, with loads averaging from 
(3 to 15 tons per trip. Three trips are 
needed to shift a normal house set of walls, 
each wall weighing up to five tons. 

The following housing components were 
produced by the factory in 1951-52:—Con- 
crete wall and floor slabs (house sets), 805; 
concrete chimneys, 894; small concrete com- 
ponents, 996; foundation stumps (house 
sets), 800; roofing tiles (house sets), 770; 
roof and floor framing groups (house sets), 
697; woodsheds, 717; earth closets, 761; door 
jamb sets, 855; architrave sets, 761; timber 
components, various (small), 550-700; roof 


| plumbing (house sets), 679; water plumbing 


(house sets), 713; sleep-outs, 62; and electri- 
cal components (house sets), 650.

Ceremonial Approach to St. Paul’s 


THE IMPROVEMENTS AND TOWN PLANNING 
COMMITTEE, at a meeting of the Court of 
Common Council of the City of London on 
December 17, recommended that permission 
for the~ reinstatement of war - damaged 
premises on a site bounded by Sermon-lane, 
Carter-lane, Knightrider-court, and Knight- 
rider- street should be refused because it 
might affect the construction of a proposed 
ceremonial approach to St. Paul’s Cathedral 
from the Thames, and would prejudice the 
proposals for the area. 

CAPTAIN ALFRFD INSTONE asked whether 
rebuilding should be held up while such a 
matter was being decided. No document 
relating to the proposal had been before the 
court except the original planning scheme. 

Mr. C. F. GL LENNY, the chairman of the 
committee, said that the plan had not been 
scrapped. The court adopted the com- 
mittee’s report. 

Discussing a proposal to grant a building 
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lease to the Financial Times for a site 
bounded by Cannon-street, Friday-street, 
Queen Victoria- street, and Distaff - lane, 
CAPTAIN INSTONE protested against the block- 
ing up and building over of part of Knight- 
rider-street. Mr. GLENNY replied that where 
streets were closed there would be widenings 
to compensate. Narrow streets would be 
redundant. 

CAPTAIN INSTONE said that of the 58 busts 
which formerly adorned Guildhall, 44 were 
destroyed in the air raids. They included 
busts of Gladstone, Disraeli, Joseph 
Chamberlain, and Cecil Rhodes. He asked 
whether they were to be replaced. 

Mr. A. S. BELL, chairman of the library 
committee, said that the war damage claim 
had been settled. Until there was room at 
Guildhall nothing could be done in the 
matter.

Two entrances lead from the 
vehicle park, that on the north-east 
being mainly for the unloading and 
loading of cattle, that on the north- 
west being for pedestrians. 


Seating is provided around the 
sale ring for 200 persons, with 
standing room for 50 more, whilst 
ancillary accommodation includes 
an office over which is a fodder 
store adjoining the pens: several 
hot- _and cold-water points are 
available in the cattle standings, 
heated by a low-pressure hot-water 
boiler. 


The building consists of a pre- 
cast r.c. frame with brick panel 
infilling, and a pitched roof covered 
with asbestos sheeting with con- 
tinuous lengths of patent glazing 
to provide ample light: artificial 
light is provided, also natural cross 
ventilation by means of low-level 
shielded inlets and eaves and ridge 
openings.

HE design of this building has been based on the 
requirements of the Home Office and on the 
experience of the Borough Civil Defence Officer. An 
important feature of the design is that the whole 
building is free to slide on a concrete site raft, if 
affected by bomb-blast, and provision has been made 
for the essential services to be extensible, or easily 
accessible for repair, in case of such movement. 'The 
advice of the Home Office was closely followed in the 
method of construction, and consists of a continuous 
concrete floor slab 5 in. thick with nominal reinforce- 
ment, separated from the site raft by a continuous 
layer of waterproof building paper ; the external walls 
and main cross walls are 134 in. thick, built in modified 
Quetta bond, reinforced both vertically and _hori- 
zontally and packed with fine concrete ; the 6 in. thick 
concrete roof slab is reinforced and is supported by 
reinforced concrete beams over the control room and 
by reinforced concrete beams on the two main cross 
walls ; additional reinforcement is provided between

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the floor slab, roof slab and beams and the Quetta 
bond walls. The bricks are semi-engineering tapped 
wirecuts with a minimum crushing strength of 4,500 Ibs. 
persq. in. Roof covering is of three-layer bituminous 
felt with green mineral finish, laid on foamed-slag 
screed to falls. 

An emergency exit has been provided in the control 
room, consisting of a panel of bricks bedded in sand, 
pointed externally, and covered with a steel plate 
internally. 

Internally, the fair-faced brick walls are unplastered 
and decorated in emulsion paint in several colours, 
and ceilings are plastered with “‘ Cretestone ’’ concrete 
bonding plaster direct to the underside of the roof 
slab and beams, with emulsion paint decoration. 
Woodwork is finished in an eggshell enamel paint to 
reduce glare. A covering of +; in. thick ‘ Inter- 
fusion’ p.v.c. sheet is laid on a floor screed. Flush 
doors are fitted throughout. 

Mechanical ventilation, combined with a plenum 
heating system, has been provided, with the air intake 
filters, fan and motors, and heater batteries all housed 
in the equipment room, whilst the filtered and warmed 
air is distributed to the remaining rooms by metal 
ducting fitted with outlet nozzles. The air is built 
up to a predetermined pressure, at which the evacua- 
tion valves open, and toward which the air flows by a 
system of grilles placed in the internal doors. Pro- 
vision has been made for the installation of gas filters 
and fans at a later date. 

Emergency electric supply is obtained by means of 
a generator, driven by a water-cooled diesel engine.

b pgs proposed main shopping centre is intended 
to serve the Mackworth estate, a neighbourhood 
unit now under construction for 10,000 persons. 
The site is semi-oval and bounded by Prince Charles- 
avenue and Mornington-crescent. The shopping 
centre will, therefore, be directly linked with the main 
bus routes serving the estate. 


The main axis runs on a line from Prince Charles- 
avenue falling gently south-east towards Streatham- 
road, and a safe and quiet shopping-way runs along 
this axis with shops on either side, and forms a direct 
approach into the centre of the shopping area from 
Streatham-road for those living south, east and west 
of the shopping centre. The other end of the shopping- 
way opens out on to Prince Charles-avenue, providing 
an approach for those living to the north and north- 
west of the estate. 


An open green belt lies directly opposite this main 
approach on the other side of Prince Charles-avenue, 
and should form a pleasant green relief on passing 
through the shopping-way from Streatham-road. 
The remaining shops stretch out along Prince Charles- 
avenue, so that the maisonettes and offices over these 
shops will also enjoy the green belt. 


A sharp fall of the natural ground at the north-east 
corner of the site facing Prince Charles-avenue will 
be adapted to take five shop units at a low level which 
can be directly approached at this corner from Morn- 
ington-crescent. It is intended to provide an unin- 
terrupted walking surface to give the minimum of 
inconvenience to shoppers with perambulators and 


young children, and a slow-going ramp will provide 
access between the normal ground level and the sub- 
level shopping centre for perambulators, in addition 
to a public stairway. All shops can be approached 
under cover. 


A sunken green will be formed on the shopping- 
way at the Streatham-road approach, and it is pro- 
posed to provide circular flower bowls set as a form of 
relief in the large area of the shopping-way. A 
vehicular service road runs immediately adjacent to 
the shops facing Prince Charles-avenue, thus providing 
close contact for car shoppers, and is cut off from the 
main carriage way of Prince Charles-avenue by a 
green strip 700 ft. long by 58 ft. wide. A small car 
park for shoppers is provided on the south-east corner 
of the shopping centre, and public conveniences for 
both sexes are provided adjoining the car park. 


Provision is made for a total of 41 shopping units. 
A standard single unit comprises: A free floor area 
of 26 ft. deep by 18 ft. wide, a rest room and toilet 
room, a stock room, 20 ft. by 8 ft., private yard, 14 ft. 
by 9 ft. All shops are serviced from the rear via 
service yards, and garages are provided for the majority 
of the shops. Living accommodation is provided 
over the whole of the shopping units, mainly 
maisonettes. 


Six public staircases serve the living accommodation 
on the first-floor over the shops, and each maisonette 
has its own front door opening on to a walk-way over 
the rear of the shops.

THE site of this scheme is approximately three- 
and-three-quarter acres in extent and consisted 
originally of three private houses with their grounds, 
numbered 31, 33 and 35, Beaconsfield-road. ‘The 
largest of these, No. 35, extended to Mycenae-road, 
and included a large piece of garden ground, with an 
ornamental lake, fed by several springs—unsuitable 
for building upon, but very attractive as a special 
amenity for any scheme of redevelopment. The 
house, a large detached mid-Victorian building, was 
practically destroyed by bombing, and its neighbour, 
No. 33, was also severely damaged. No. 31 was 
requisitioned by the Council, but in order to make 
a complete scheme all three sites were cleared, and 
their combined area was replanned as one unit. 
Apart from the woodland character of the ground 








adjacent to Mycenae-road, the most striking natural 
feature of the site was, and still is, a fine oak tree, of 
great age, which from the outset was treated as a 
pivot around which the service roads and blocks of 
flats were planned. As will be seen from the photo- 
graphs, attractive views featuring this oak tree are 
obtained from several points ; and the preservation, 
wherever possible, of other trees and shrubs which 
abound on all parts of the site, has enabled its natural 
and unspoiled appearance to be largely retained. 
The lake, being too large for effective supervision, 
was partly filled in, and the remaining pond made 
safe by regulating the water level and spreading a 
layer of concrete over the bed. A miniature island, 
once possessing a small fountain, has been preserved.

on high ground overlooking the River Thames, and 
the land falls steeply in a northerly direction. It is 
probably one of the most picturesque pieces of ground 
ever to be made available for local authority housing 
in London. 

The redevelopment scheme consists of. 60 flats,

36 of which have two bedrooms and 24 three bed- 
rooms. ‘These are arranged in six blocks of three 
storeys each, and tenants are provided in addition 
with ample outdoor drying grounds, 47 pram or 
cycle sheds, and seven lock-up garages. An elec- 
trical sub-station is situated in one of the blocks,

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where steep falls have enabled use to be made of 
space at basement level. 

Each flat is approached by staircase access and has 
its private balcony. There are no dust chutes, 
domestic refuse being collected in brick-built cham- 
bers placed at convenient and inconspicuous points 
and removed by the “ Paladin ”’ system of collection. 


The principal materials for the exteriors of the 
blocks are High Brooms multi-coloured facing 
bricks and machine-made red sand-faced roofing 
tiles. Metal casements and balcony grilles are 
painted in attractive shades, and considerable use has 
been made of tiled panels on each front elevation. 
Internally, cooking is by electricity or gas at the 
tenant’s option, and hot water is supplied to bath, FLATS AT 
lavatory basin and sink by a multi-point heater. The 
living-room is provided with a_ solid-fuel-burning BEACONSFIELD CLOSE 
appliance, and electric points are available in all y 
rooms for occasional heating. A small gas appliance , 
is provided in the linen cupboard. , GREENWICH 
The tender amounted to £127,412 and the work 
was successfully finished within the contract period 
of 10 months.

“Weed for a Higher Standard of Design 


THE “autumn meeting of the Building 
. Teachers’ Conference was held at

Yyhe principal speaker being Mr. S. H. Loweth.

‘then gave methods by which he, personally, 
felt teachers could keep up to date, these 
Jincluded: (1) Basing examples of work on

gvisiti ng the Building Centre and Olympia 
‘Building Exhibition; (4) arranging lectures 
‘by firms and organisations; (5) studying in- 
‘formation sheets from technical papers; (6) 
‘forming a technical information panel as 
‘suggested; and (7) improving the esthetic 
jside of handicraft books. 

' The architect could help by providing each 
_ job with sufficient drawings to be placed 
where all can see, and by having coloured 
"drawings and a model of the completed 
© building on view at the site. This would 
) stimulate interest in each craftsman’s part in 
>the whole scheme. 

* This, Mr. Loweth said, was our finest hour 
in building, and history would show that we 
were living in a new Renaissance. 





~ Discussion 
+ In discussion, speakers expressed the view 
that the design was the architect’s work and 
» that the craftsman’s duty was no more than 
to carry out the work. One speaker said 
) that he had found in technical colleges that 
architectural students and craft students 
could help each other. 
> That opportunities for craftsmen to see 
» good design were all too few was the opinion 
* expressed by another speaker, and that the 
attainment of a high craft standard should 
» be encouraged. Certain speakers expressed 
» the view that the architect was planning the 
craftsman out of business and others that

+ Although the passing of old types of 
| craftsmanship were regretted, it was gener-

HOUSING REPAIRS AND RENTS 
BILL 
IAAS Attitude Defined 


THE LAW AND PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE 
of the Incorporated Association of Archi- 
tects and Surveyors has given careful con- 
sideration to the Housing Repairs and Rents 
Bill now before Parliament, and is of opinion 
that the many inequalities that will neces- 
sarily remain when the Bill is enacted will 
be far outweighed by the substantial ad- 
vantages to both landlords and tenants in 
the much-needed improvements to property 
that will result. 


The committee is, nevertheless, concerned 
at the burden of additional work that will be 
placed upon staffs of local authorities, and 
particularly at the possibility of delays in 
the inspection of premises and in the sub- 
sequent issue and revocation of certificates 
of disrepair. The IAAS committee is, there- 
fore, seeking to have the suggestion put for- 
ward at the committee stage of the Bill that 
local authorities should appoint panels of 
private surveyors to assist in the inspection 
of properties at appropriate fees. 


Parliamentary Announcement 


It was announced in Parliament on 
December 15, by Mr. Crookshank, the Lord 
Privy Seal, that following discussions with 
the Opposition, it had been agreed not to 
take the committee stage of the two money 
resolutions in connection with the Housing 
Repairs and Rents Bill until after the 
Christmas recess. 
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FINANCIAL PROBLEMS OF PLANNING 


Papers at the Town and Country Planning 
Association’s National Conference 


“The Financial Problems of Planning” was the theme chosen for the national 
conference of the Town and Country Planning Association, which was held at 
County Hall, London, on November 19 and 20. There were four main papers, 
and a speech by Mr. Aneurin Bevan, MP, from which we give extracts below. The 
conference was opened by Mr. Harold Macmillan, Minister of Housing and Local 


Government. 


Planning and £ s. d. 


PAPER on “ Planning and £ s. d.” was 
“ given by Mr. DesMonD Heap, LLM, 
LMTPI, after Mr. Macmillan had opened 
the conference. He examined the Govern- 
ment’s latest proposals on the financial 
aspects of land planning as set out in the 
new White Paper (Cmd.8699). 

Mr. Heap reached the conclusion that the 
position regarding planning and £ s. d. may 
be summarised in the following three 
questions:— 

1. Did the Financial Provisions of the 
1947 Act work? If the answer is that they 
did, then there is no need for any new Finan- 
cial Provisions at all. 

2. If it is accepted that the Financial Pro- 
visions of the 1947 Act did not work then 
the next question is—Have the new Finan- 
cial Proposals any better chance of succeed- 
ing? It is submitted that imperfect though 
they are in certain respects and less logical 
though they are in many respects than the 
1947 Act, they have nevertheless a better 
chance of success in practice. 


3. If this submission be unacceptable then 
the next and final question is, what are to 
be the new Financial Proposals for land 
planning? 


Compensation and Betterment 


J ORD SILKIN, who gave the second 

4 paper, dealt with “ Compensation and 
Betterment.” He said: A great many laws 
have been passed about planning. They have 
been almost all of them ineffective. The 
main reason is because we have not faced 
up to the problem of compensation and 
betterment, and a great deal of the work of 
the Association has been directed to making 
the public, the Ministers and the Govern- 
ment face up to this problem. What is the 
problem? Quite briefly local planning 
authorities have in the past been deterred 
from exercising their function effectively— 
from preventing undesirable development 
taking place—because of the fear of having 
to pay heavy compensation to the owners 
of land who were seeking to carry out de- 
velopment. I am not arguing against paying 
compensation. I think it proper if an owner 
of land is prevented in the public interest 
from carrying out development, then the 
public ought to compensate him for not 
being able to use his land. But this burden 
of compensation can become so heavy that 
in many cases it is beyond the resources of 
the planning authority. 

Let me just quote a few instances: All of 
us are familiar with the problems of ribbon 
development. An Act was passed, the Re- 
striction of Ribbon Development Act, for 
that express purpose. You have only got 
to look around outside every big town and 
city in this country to see how unsuccessful 
it was, and the reason was that it provided 
for compensation to the owner of land who 
was refused permission to develop. Thus 
the local authorities were forced to permit 


development rather than pay compensation. 

Now betterment. Without bothering you 
with technicalities the fact is that it just 
has not worked and betterment has hardly 
ever been paid. If it had been possible for 
the local planning authority to recoup itself 
by way of betterment for the payment of 
compensation then we might have been more 
successful in our planning. This problem was 
recognised even before the war. 


THE 1947 ACT 


On the 1947 Town and Country Planning 
Act Lord Silkin said: I never did think that 
this very complicated measure and parti- 
cularly the financial provisions could remain 
untouched and unamended, as if they were 
the last word for all time. I always realised 
that in the light of experience, amendment 
of the Act might be necessary. 

However, I cannot help feeling that it was 
too drastic to repeal the whole of the finan- 
cial provisions of that Act. J do think that 
certain amendments might have been tried. 
If it is alleged that the 100 per cent. develop- 
ment charge had the effect of discouraging 
development, as may have been the case, was 
it not possible to reduce the develop- 
ment charge to 80 per cent. as re- 
commended in the 1944 White Paper, 
Control Land Use, or some other figure, 
which might have given some encour- 
agement to owners of land to sell their land. 
In my opinion, it was never even established 
that it was a discouragment to development. 
Nor has the time arrived yet when 
we want to encourage development. So 
far we still have to restrict development 
by means of building licences; we are still 
discouraging to a certain’ extent capital ex- 
penditure. Nor do I think it was necessary 
to go back entirely on the payment of com- 
pensation by way of a capital sum. If it 
was thought that it was undesirable at that 
time to pay out £300m. by way of com- 
pensation from a financial point of view 
because of the fear of inflation, there was no 
reason why the scheme should not have been 
modified to something like the scheme which 
is incorpotated in the latest White Paper. 


UNSOUND ADMINISTRATION 


These are things that may have been done; 
I regret they were not done. I realise we 
are now faced with a new situation, and I 
realise it would be difficult to go back to the 
old. We have before us a White Paper 
which I understand was discussed fairly 
adequately this morning. There is little I 
want to say at this stage except one thing; 
and that is I believe it is fundamentally 
unsound administration to leave decisions to 
one body of people; and to make it an 
obligation to a different body of people to 
pay out on the basis of those decisions. It 
was bad enough when the local planning 
authorities were required to pay compensa- 
tion in respect of their own decisions. The 
trouble there was they had not the resources 
to pay, but it seems to me to be even worse 
administration for local planning authorities 
to decide without any financial responsi-

bility whatever, and for the Exchequer to 


have to foot the bill. I cannot help feeling, 
and I know something about government— 
I say this with a sense of responsibility— 
that some pressure will inevitably be put 
upon local planning authorities and they wil] 
not be free and unfettered in many of their 
planning decisions. There is, of course, the 
point that if a proposed developer is dissatis- 
fied he is entitled to appeal to the Minister, 
The Minister then is faced with the fact that 
if he decides one way he is going to be re- 
quired to pay out substantial sums; if he 
decides the other way and permits the 
development he will be relieved. I shall 
take a lot of convincing that any Minister 
will be entirely uninfluenced by that. 

I am exceedingly apprehensive about the 
future. I fear we are going back to the 
inter-war years when planning was inefiec- 
tive. I fee] very much that it will again be 
ineffective. One thing I am quite certain js 
that we have not heard the end of compensa- 
tion and betterment, when the Government’; 
proposals are submitted in the form of legis- 
lation, and for many years to come there will 
be ample work to do for the Town and 
Country Planning Association. 


Mr. Bevan’s Views 


MPHE second day’s proceedings were 
opened by Mr. ANEURIN BEVAN, MP, 
who said: 

I see that you are going to discuss some of 
the financial problems of planning. A(fter 
having had more than six years administra- 
tive experience at the head of the Ministry 
of Health and the Ministry of Labour, | 
can assure you that there is no such thing as 
a financial problem. There is financial 
resistance. The financial problems of plan- 
ning boil down ultimately to’ the questions 
“How keen are we about planning? ” and 
““ How much are we prepared to pay for it? ” 
. Speaking for myself, I deplore the reduc- 
tion in standards in housing which have 
occurred in the last few years. All planning 
eventually boils down to the question of 
space, space inside the house and space oult- 
side the house, and both are expensive. Of 
course you can, by increasing the density in 
which you build, and/or by a reduction of 
the superficial area of the house itself, pro- 
duce quick short-term results. 

To-day we have examples before our very 
eyes of the price that our generation is hay- 
ing to pay for the failure to plan effectively 
before the war. Very few commentators, 
when speaking about the casualties on the 
roads, have ever cared to point out ‘that 
many of those casualties would never have 
occurred if ribbon development had _ been 
prevented before the war. 

Consider for a moment what a price we 
are paying for the lack of planning in Lon- 
don. In the years between the wars the 
population of Great Britain taken as a whole 
had increased by about 12 per cent., but 
the population in the South and South 
East of England increased by 32 per cent, 
all the direct result of the migration that 
took place from the West and the North into 
London and around the great city of Birm- 
ingham. No one sees any connection be- 
tween smog and bad planning and thai is 
exactly what it is. Had we prevented this 
great conurbation from growing and sprawl 
ing in a purposeless direction and produced 
a city with the greatest amount of economit 
efficiency we should not be faced with som 
of the problems we have in London at the 
present time. 


THE CHOICE IN PLANNING 


You cannot have a good plan withouw! 
stopping someone else from having a bad 
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plan. You cannot have public planning and 
private economic adventure. You can have 
one or the other. You cannot have both. 
You can have private economic adventure 
within the framework of your plan, but you 
cannot have it working against planning. 
That is one of the problems that the LCC 
faces at the present time. 

{t is a fact that a very large proportion of 
the difficulties of planning, of compensation 
and betterment, of space organisation, of 
transfer of residential and industrial popula- 
tion would all disappear if the nation owned 
the land. It is a fact that the very com- 
plicated legislation we passed in order to 
deal with problems of betterment would 
never arise at all if the nation had the proper 
use of the land. 

rhere are proposais coming before Parlia- 
ment very shortly of a highly controversial 
kind which will have the effect of making the 
local authorities slum landlords. I do not 
know what we are going to do about this, 
but I do most earnestly pray that whatever 
steps are being taken to make the local 
authorities responsible for slums that it will 
not be used to perpetuate the slums. The 
local authorities will have to spend money 
upon the slums to make them temporarily 
habitable, and there will be a disinclination 
to take them down. Therefore, if we are 
going to accept responsibility for the slums, 
| hope the local authority representatives 
will tell their people in the House of Com- 
mons that such proposals should be accom- 
panied by every conceivable legislative safe- 
guard so that there will be no perpetuation 
of the slums merely because the public 
authorities have now become the landlords. 


Problems of Industrial Evacuation 


“IR HOWARD ROBERTS, CBE, DL, 
‘7 Clerk to the LCC, who spoke on “ Prob- 
lems of Industrial Evacuation,” said that for 
every urban area there is, or soon will be, a 
Development Plan which will affect industry 
in one of three ways. 


Industry in industrial zones. It may show 
industry in approved industrial zones; if this 
industry is well housed and has sufficient 
room for any expansion it envisages, no prob- 
lems arise. If, however, and it is often the 
case, conforming industry is anxious to 
modernise or extend its building and plant, 
and has insufficient space in which to do so, 
it may be willing to move to another site. 
Should this condition of willingness to move 
exist, a first problem is removed, and it re- 
mains to guide and assist the movement to the 
proper new location. 


Nonconforming industry. The Develop- 
ment Plan will also show industry in use 
zones which it is alien, and which it will be 
the desire of the local authority to move. The 
only certain method of eliminating non-con- 
forming industry is by acquisition and, in 
round terms, the cost of acquiring industry in 
London may well prove to be something of 
the order of £100,000 an acre. This includes 
payment for land and buildings, plant and 
machinery and compensation for loss and dis- 
turbance. It is immediately apparent that 
the cost of dealing with non-conforming in- 
dustry by acquisition on any appreciable 
scale will be prohibitive to local authorities, 
even were the present wholly inadequate Ex- 
chequer grant considerably increased. There 
is, besides, the aspect of the* national econo- 
mic interest. Acquisition will often be the 
prelude to demolition and there is a limit to 
the loss of productive factories which can be 
permitted at this time, even in the interests 
of sound planning. 

A third impact of Development Plans on 
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industry is to show that some concerns will 
perforce be acquired in order to allow new 
projects to be put in hand. It has been 
possible, in London at any rate, to avoid 
the disturbance of large industries in the first 
five years of the Plan, but as time goes on 
and sites for housing and schools become in- 
creasingly difficult to find, the degree of dis- 
turbance of industry increases. The cost can 
sometimes be mitigated if alternative sites or 
premises can be offered to the displaced firm 
and this may well be an incentive to some 
authorities to become the owners of flatted 
factories or other industrial buildings in which 
accommodation can be offered. 


DIRECT ACQUISITION 


It will be clear that few urban planning 
authorities will be in the happy position of 
resting content with the industry they have 
in the places where it happens to be, and the 
great majority will desire or need to move it. 
It is clear, too, that direct acquisition is a 
most costly business. Are there adequate 
alternative methods at less cost? I think the 
answer is clearly “ No.” 

Again speaking from London experience, 
there is one obvious gap in the control which 
a local planning authority can exercise and 
that is the absence of any control at all if 
the incoming firm does not need a planning 
permission for development. It is natural 
that an industry moving of its own volition 
will dispose of its premises to the highest 
bidder, who may be an industrialist from 
another part of the country; no planning per- 
mission is involved and the movement in can- 
cels the movement out. 

Moreover, when a planning permission is 
required for a new industry, and it may pro- 
perly be given to the applicant, there is as yet 
no accepted formula which will secure control 
when the premises are again vacated. 


The Effect of Housing Subsidies 


MR. F. J. OSBORN, chairman of execu- 
tive, Town and Country Planning 
Association, who gave the last paper of the 
conference, on the “ Effect of Housing Sub- 
sidies,” said: Over and over again'I have 
shown that our housing subsidy scales are 
so arranged that they give most encourage- 
ment to just the sort of dwellings people 
want least, and just the sort that cost most, 
in just the places that are naturally most 
disadvantageous. 

The two great problems of our age are (1) 
the overgrowth and congesfion of cities and 
(2) the inadequacy of housing. Both 
depreciate the lives of millions and hold 
back our productive efficiency. Any neces- 
sary housing subsidies should obviously be 
so fixed and graded as to get the best value 
for the money in relief of congestion and 
amount of floor space for housing. 

But our subsidies incite, almost compel, 
the house-providing agencies to _ prefer 
situations and types that give the least value 
in floor-space and curtilage-space for the 
money. 

The whole economic justification for high 
and close building, everywhere in the world, 
has hitherto been that high Jand values com- 
pelled it, and overrode its social undesir- 
ability and business inconvenience. 

But consider the actual situation in a city 
like London to-day. A site is acquired at 
public cost at a price of, say, £12,000 
an acre. If the public authority just 
keeps the site without building on it, the 
cost over a period of 60 years will be, in 
round figures, £550 a year. That is a dead 
loss. If you build 10 houses on the land, 
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the loss is not reduced, it is increased (at 
obtainable rents) to about £900 a year per 
acre. If you build 20, it goes up further 
to £1,250 a year. But if you build 40 flats 
on it, the dead loss is increased to about 
£3,880 a year per acre. Capitalised, the loss 
is now £80,000 instead of £12,000. The more 
building on the site, the greater is the loss. 
The expensive-sites subsidy, as it is now 
framed, is socially and economically 
regressive. 


CHOICE ON MERITS 


I do not know if there is validity in the 
land prices now customary for city housing. 
If there is, the expensive-site element in the 
1952 scale must be retained, to make building 
in cities possible at all. I can see no justi- 
fication, however, for the additional element 
in the scale that differentiates between sub- 
sidies on flats as such and on houses as such 
—to the extent of £1,000 a dwelling. The 
same subsidy should be available for either. 
The choice could then be made on the merits 
of dwelling types in relation to their building 
cost. It would be more economical, for the 
state and local authorities, to build dwellings 
in cities at 20 an acre than at 40 or 60 an 
acre, and a socially decent planning and 
housing policy would be possible. 


The second great defect in our subsidy 
scales is that the subsidy is related to the 
housing unit, and not to the accommodation 
the house provides. This also is regressive, 
and is an appreciable factor in the present 
pressure to lower the floor area of dwellings. 


It is well known that the cost per person 
housed (at one person a habitable room) 
rises as the number of rooms is reduced. -A 
representative figure for current costs of two- 
storey houses is £400 a person for a 3- 
bedroom non-parlour house, £450 a person 
for a 2-bedroom house and £560 a person for 
a one-bedroom flat in a 2-storey terrace. 


It is not so well known that the standard 
subsidy (capitalised at £769) rises even more 
steeply, per person housed, as the accom- 
modation is reduced. For a three-bedrgom 
house with four persons it is £192 a person, 
for a two-bedroom house (3 persons) £256 a 
person, and for one-bedroom (two persons) 
£384 a person. 

In a representative case, the net (subsidised) 
rent, as a percentage of total capital cost, 
falls from about 3.63 per cent. for a three- 
bedroom house to 2.93 per cent. for the one- 
bedroom dwelling in a 2-storey terrace. 


Still more startling anomalies appear when 
you compare the subsidy per person housed 
in two-room lift flats with the cost in four- 
room houses. For two persons in a two-room 
flat the subsidy may be over £1,000 a head, 
as against £195 a head in a four-roomed 
house. 


This particular defect in the scales did not 
matter so much from a planning point of 
view while the authorities were manfully 
trying to maintain the standards of floor- 
space recommended in the Dudley Report as 
a result of inter-war experience. It is becom- 
ing seriously damaging to our housing and 
planning standards, and giving us worse and 
worse value for money now that it is a set 
policy to maximise the number of housing 
units and to reduce average floor-space per 
unit. Whatever the merits of that policy, 
it ought to be accompanied by a revision of 
the subsidy scales to avoid a grave distortion 
of our constructional effort and an increas- 
ingly uneconomic use of money derived from 
taxes and rates. 
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INQUIRY BUREAU 
Damp Walls in an Older House 


Q.—I have one of the older-type houses, 
non-basement, -and am troubled with damp- 
ness in the outside walls about 4 ft. from 
the ground. Blisters appear and _ then 
powder. The pointing is new, the plaster 
is new, and a damp-resisting liquid has been 
applied outside and inside, and paint also 
has been used. The toilet is a semi-basement 
type, which is also damp below the ground 
level. The rooms, which are papered, with 
new plaster, etc., have a wet patch from 
ground level to about 2 ft. 6 in. up the wall. 
I do not think there is a damp course, as 
I am told that these houses have been built 
without one. The front walls of the house 
are built up off the ground about 5 ft.; there 
is a type of platform from the garden 1 ft. 
high, going back 5 ft.. then the walls and 
french doors. The brickwork on either side 
is very damp. 

Is there a solution to mix with cement 
to render the outside walls in place of the 
damp-course to stop the dampness? Also 
the walls continue to crack, although they 
have been cut out deep and plastered several 
times. Is there a rubber filling which is 
used to expand with the cracks?

A.—It is true that many pre-1914 houses 
were built without damp-proof courses and 
have not givén any trouble in the way of 
dampness. It is reasonable to suppose that 
the house has not always given trouble and 
there are many reasons why trouble is now 
being experienced. Unfortunately there is 
only one real solution; which. to say the 
least, is going to be very expensive to effect 
a permanent cure. 

I am of the opinion that the dampness 
described is brought about-by rising moisture 
carried through the brickwork as a result 
of contact of that brickwork with damp 
ground. Any attempt to treat the exposed 
surfaces outside and in can only result iv 
the moisture being trapped between two skins 
or waterproof membranes. 
waterproofing material is effective the 
moisture will endeavour to creep up the wall. 
The wall eventually will become laden with 
water and build up a certain amount of 
pressure. The paint used on the inside, 
being itself only a very thin skin, can only 
be considered as a temporary barrier, since 
the water, having built up pressure, will 
force the paint away from the plastered sur- 
face and the trouble of blistering and pow- 
dering will start all over again. Similar 
conditions could be created by salts held in 
solution crystallising on the warm surface 
of the wall, and again, in doing so, forcing 
the plaster and/or paint from its grounds. 

With these facts in mind it will readily 
be seen that the only ‘satisfactory solution 
to the problem is to insert a horizontal 
damp-proof course into the wall. This damp- 
proof course should be about 6 in. above 
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ground level and at the same time be below 
the level of the lowest timber used in the 
construction of the floor. It will be appre- 
ciated that a job of this magnitude calls for 
considerable experience and would therefore 
need the services of a competent builder. 
This being the case, no useful purpose would 
be served in describing in detail how the 
work might be carried out. 

It may, however, be possible to obtain a 
reasonably satisfactory cure by rendering the 
inside walls with a waterproofing compound. 
To do this, first remove all existing plaster 
right back to the brickwork from floor level. 
or, if possible, below floor level, and up 
to a height of about 1 ft. above the general 
level of dampness. Remove all loose par- 
ticles of plaster and thoroughly damp down 
the exposed surface. Re-render this surface 
with a sand and cement rendering, added 
to which is one of the many waterproofing 
liquids on the market. The proportions 
given by the manufacturers should be strictly 
followed. The finishing coat can then be 
applied after the rendering coat has 
thoroughly set, this finishing coat being any 
hard plaster. 

I would suggest only one wall be tried by 
the method indicated and time given to try 
its worth before proceeding with all the walls 
giving trouble.

Fitting a Tiled Fireplace 

Q.—I have recently had a tiled fireplace 
fitted and find that there is a space between 
the tiled surround and the wall behind it 
and also between the surround and the side 
of the fire-back. This seems to me unsatis- 
factory, as the space is bound to get filled 
up with soot, but the suppliers state that 
this has been done as there will be less 
danger of cracking. I have not been able 
to find any other fireplaces similarly fitted 
and I should like your opinion on the matter. 


A.—There would appear to be some justifi- 
cation for being dissatisfied with the manner 
in which it is suggested the fireplace surround 
has been installed. 

In an endeavour to avoid any misunder- 
standing I have shown in the accompanying 
sketch a horizontal and vertical section 
through a fireplace opening to include a 
typical tiled fireplace surround. The im- 
portant points to note are as follows:— 

(1) The joint between the cheeks of the 
tiled surround and the fire-back should be 
made with a fire-clay cement. 
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(2) The whole slab should be bedded 
against the brickwork in a lime mortar. 


(3) It is usual to leave the jambs of the 
surround hollow, no useful purpose being 
served in building them in solid. The possi- 
bility of soot falling down into this space 
is very remote, since it is to some extent 
away from the possible soot-collecting area. 


(4) Norma] plastering to the general wall 
surfaces and finished against the tiles is al] 
that is necessary to complete the installation. 

If reference is made to the sketch and 
the installation of your fireplace follows 
the form of construction indicated, then | 
feel your correspondent may rest assured 
that he is not likely to experience any serious 
trouble. 

If, as I suspect, the jointing between the 
tiled surround and the fireback is the only 
omission made by the builder, then there 
should be no difficulty in pointing this in or, 
indeed, making a request to the builder ‘o 
carry this work out. I do not consider th:is 
would be an unreasonable request to make 
to the builder and, indeed, would not expect 
him to make any additional charge.

Rendering Outside Walls 


Q.—I am dealing with the reinstatement 
of very defective and cracked cement render- 
ing on the external walls of a building, the 
exterior surface of the walls being in grooved 
bricks. As an alternative to re-rendering 
after hacking off. can you recommend a 
treatment of material which can be applied 
by brush or machine? It is essential that 
the new surfacing should have sufficient 
body and thickness to hide the grooves in 
the bricks, but a waterproof coating is not 
entirely necessary, the walls being in cavity 
work’ and the (ffinishing mainly for 
appearance.

A.—There are two types of machine on 
the market which have been used for the 
purpose of applying an external finish to 
walls: (a) Tyrolean machine; (b) Spray gun. 
Both of these machines are used for the 
application of the finishing coat and require 
some form of prepared background or under- 
coat. ; 

Of the two I think it is reasonable to state 
that the Tyrolean machine is in more general 
use for this purpose and probably is so 
because it requires very little maintenance 
and can be purchased very reasonably. 

The effective backing- coat or undercoat 
can be achieved by a “spatter dash ” treat- 
ment. “ Spatter dash ” is a wet mix of almost 
a slurry consistence, consisting of one part 
cement to one and a half parts coarse sand. 
The method of applying this to the walls 
in question would be in the first instance to 
thoroughly clean the wall of all loose par- 
ticles. The wet mix is then applied by throw- 
ing on to the wall from the trowel or 
specially made scoop. No attempt should 
be made to even out the irregular surface so 
created. This should then be allowed to 
thoroughly dry, say 48 hours. 

Having formed the background or under- 
coat the finishing coat or coats may be 
applied. To get a solid finish it is satis: 
factory to apply two thin coats rather than 
one heavy coat. The mix used is usually 
one part cement, two parts sand and one 
part of coarse aggregate of the size and 
material required. 

Again, this is mixed into a thin slurry and 
applied to the wall through the machine. 
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The machine is based on the principle of a 
paddle and has the effect when turned of 
flicking the particles on to the wall. It will 
produce a pleasing finish and may be en- 
hanced by the addition of colouring agents 
into the “mix. 

Useful documents on this subject are, 
“External Standard Finishing for Walls” 
(National Building Studies, No. 10) pub- 
lished by HM Stationery Office, and Ministry 
of Works advisory leafiet “ Rendering Out- 
side Walls.”

A Costing Problem 


@.—I wonder if you can assist me with a 
smzil problem relative to costing? A job 
was tendered for and accepted in a certain 
fixed price sum. Before the job started the 
architect said that so that the job could be 
finished before the light evenings ended would 
the contractors agree to the operatives work- 
ing 10 7 p.m. 

I! was pointed out to him that whereas the 
contractors were agreeable to this it would 
mean paying overtime rates, which were non- 
productive and the architect was agreeable to 
accept the overtime rate as an extra. The job 
started at the usual time, and the men worked 
from 8 a.m. to 7 p.m., which, as you know, 
is 19 hours—8 hrs. standard and 2 hrs. at 14 
=10+ hrs. payment. 

What is the correct method for this to 
appear in the cost books? Should the 
main job be charged with 104 hrs. and the 
“extra” sheet be recorded with the N/P 
time—i.e., + hr., or should the main job be 
charged 10 hrs. plus 4+ hr. on the extra 
sheet. Please bear in mind that all N/P time 
is to be paid for (recoverable) over and above 
the contract price for the main job. 

The walking foreman and general foreman 
both state that if the contract is charged with 
103} hrs. it doesn’t help them in their endea- 
vour to keep costs down, but my contention 
is that as the men actually were paid 104 hrs. 
it all goes into the contract costing, but 4 hr. 
is recoverable as an extra which will eventu- 
ally reduce the cost of the job to that of 10 
hrs. at the end of the work. RW. F. 


A.—The cost books of a company should 
be a complete record of all costs incurred, 
such as gross wages, including overtime, 
travelling time and other emoluments pro- 
vided for under working rule agreements, 
materials supplied from builders’ stock and/ 
or obtained from other sources, machinery 
charges, use and hire of scaffolding and gene- 
ral builders’ plant, fuel, re-sharpening of 
tools, fees and charges payable in connection 
with any work on testing materials, haulage, 
lodging expenses, site insurances, and over- 
head charges which cover salaries of head 
office staff. In addition, supervision, national 
insurances, postage, printing, stationery, main- 
tenance and depreciation of premises, etc., 
plus any charge for sub-contract work carried 
out in connection with the work involved. 
Not until all these costs have been included 
can the amount be assessed for carrying for- 
ward to Profit and Loss account. 

“ H. W. F.,” in his arrangements with his 
operatives, appears to have undertaken to 
share profit arising from the job without, in 
point of fact, defining and agreeing what he 
meant by profit. To arrive at any profit re- 
sulting from work it will be necessary for 
him to prepare a reconciliation statement 
adjusting the actual cost by the deduction of 
net reclaims so that this can be related to 
his original estimated costs. By such means 
he will be able to determine whether or not 
a profit has been made on the original esti- 
mated cost.

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PLANNING IN 
BEDFORDSHIRE 


The Pressure of Development 


7 | HAVE often heard it said, with regard 

to Town Planning, that as a local 
government service it arrived 50 years too 
late,” said Mr. E. STERNE, County Planning 
Officer for Bedfordshire, when he read a 
paper on “ Planning in Bedfordshire,” at a 
meeting of the East of England Branch of 
the Town Planning Institute, at Bedford, 
recently. 

* Whilst it is abundantly clear, and almost 
goes without saying,” he said, “that had the 
present system of planning control been in 
operation at the start of the century, a great 
deal of bad development could have been 
avoided, the first thought which comes to my 
mind in dealing with the subject of ‘ Plan- 
ning in Bedfordshire’ is that as_ the 
county is increasingly coming under the 
pressure of development both from the de- 
centralisation of London and elsewhere, we 
are fortunate here that planning powers have 
been provided not too late for due consider- 
ation and effect to be given to the problems 
involved. The county is developing and will 
continue to develop, but it is a matter of 
far reaching policy as to the extent to which 
development should be encouraged or re- 
sisted, both.in the interests of the county, 
and the wider aspect of the country as a 
whole. The point I wish to make is that, 
in the first place, we are not concerned with 
detail but with the broadest possible issue 
of ‘to be or not to be.’ For instance, it 
might well be argued that developments 
arising from the decentralisation of London 
should leap-frog Bedfordshire, whose primal 
function to the national well-being should 
be to serve as a food-producing area or, at 
any rate, to continue to serve as such in 
those areas which are largely given over to 
this purpose. The importance of the matter 
as affecting the future life of the county can- 
not be overstressed.” 


On the subject of planning administration 
in the county, Mr. Sterne said: 

“Powers of development control have 
been delegated to the district councils with 
the exception of control of mineral workings, 
but facilities are available for the county 
planning officer to inspect all development 
applications, and to have referred to the 
county planning committee such applications 
in respect of which the district councils may 
refuse to accept his recommendation as 
being likely to prejudice the development 
plan. The delegation agreement has gener- 
ally worked in a satisfactory manner, though 
with one or two district councils there is a 
tendency to allow applications without, in 
my opinion, having due regard to planning 
principles. 


Architects’ Panel 


““A panel of architects has been set up 
to advise the county planning officer in deal- 
ing with the third dimensional aspects of 
development control. The difficulties of 
this subject are well known to anyone en- 
gaged in the planning profession, and whilst 
the panel seem anxious to extend their 
activities, the question is a vexed one of 
relating it to the need for less strict control 
in matters of detail which is being urged 
by the Minister at the present time.” 

Mr. Sterne went on to show roughly the 
position in Bedfordshire with regard to the 
likely land requirements for development in 
the next 20 years. 

The area of the county, he said, was 
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302,942 acres, and for the purpose of the 
first development plan it had been estimated 
that the population of the county would have 
increased by some 43,000 persons to a total 
of 362,000 by 1971. Assuming an average 
figure of 3.5 persons per house, some 14,250 
houses would be required to provide for 
this increase in population. To this figure 
must be added the estimated present shortage 
of houses, taken from the present list of 
those waiting for council houses as 12,350, 
which gave the total number of houses re- 
quired as 26,600. Taking an average figure 
of 10 houses per acre, some 2,660 acres of 
land would, therefore, be needed for housing, 
and this figure did not provide for any re- 
development of congested areas which would 
ultimately have to be faced even though no 
substantial amount of work might take place 
during the next 20 years. 

To fulfil the requirements of the education 
development plan, it was estimated, at the 
standards laid down by the Ministry of 
Education, that approximately 1,000 acres 
would be required for new schools and 
school playing fields over a 20-year period. 

Requirements of land for mineral work- 
ings over a 20-year period were estimated 
as 760 acres for brick-making, 250 acres for 
cement manufacture, 350 acres for sand, at 
least 200 acres for gravel, and permission 
had been given to work 466 acres of land 
for fullers earth. 

Playing fields and village halls for rural 
amenities might absorb a further 300 acres. 

It was, therefore, estimated that at least 
6,000 acres of land would be required for 
development in the 20-year period and nearly 
all of this must come from agriculture. 

In conclusion, Mr. Sterne remarked on 
work which was to be undertaken by the 
department in the near future. 

“ Active consideration,” he said, “is being 
given to the question of London overspill, 
and the 1952 plan, as submitted to the 
Minister, allows for no organised movement 
of population from this source. The plan 
has been based on natural increase in popu- 
lation, plus an allowance for migration 
estimated from past trends, and what in 
effect now requires to be done is to en- 
deavour to assess a desirable development 
potential of the county. Such an assessment 
cannot be attempted until plans, at any rate 
of the smaller towns and larger villages, 
have been prepared indicating possible 
housing and industrial sites from the point 
of view of configuration of land, its agricul- 
tural value and supply of public utility ser- 
vices. Work is, therefore, proceeding on the 
preparation of village plans as fast as avail- 
able staff will permit, and use is also being 
made of temporary staff from Durham 
University. The work is, however, consider- 
able in its magnitude. 

“It is proposed to prepare plans of several 
areas of comprehensive development, in the 
first instance, for Bedford, Luton and Dun- 
stable, though unfortunately there are no 
signs of finance being made available for 
large-scale reconstruction, which render the 
preparation of these plans a matter of out- 
standing urgency. This, however, is in no 
way meant to minimise appreciation of the 
need for the plans as a guide to day-to-day 
development control. 

“There is one matter which I think should 
receive: consideration in any county, and that 
is the setting aside of an appropriate annual 
sum for positive constructional work in the 
villages. The product of even a Id. rate 
would go a long way over the years to en- 
hance the beauty of the villages by providing 
funds for the planting of trees and the carry- 
ing out of small improvement schemes.” 
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IN PARLIAMENT 


Parliament rose on December 18 for the 
Christmas recess and reassembles_ on 
January 19. 


Government Offices 


N December 15, SiR WILLIAM DARLING 
asked the Minister of Works if he 
would state the total number of licences 
issued by his department for the building 
of new Government offices in London dur- 
ing the period from June, 1945, until the 
latest convenient date; and the total capital 
sum spent, or to be spent, in buying up sites 
and erecting new offices as at present agreed. 


Sir Davip Ecc Les said that between June, 
1945, and the end of 1950, 25 headquarter 
buildings and 19 local offices were licensed 
for letting to the Government. Since 1950 
one other local office had been licensed. 
These were all built by private developers and 
the total value of the Jicences involved was 
£11.3m. No licence was required for Crown 
buildings. _ One Crown building had been 
completed in the Whitehall area and three 
others had been partly constructed. There 
were also a number of local offices, such as 
employment exchanges, and temporary office 
buildings on the outskirts of London. The 
total cost of this programme was about 
£18.2m., including sites. The buildings com- 
pleted had been the biggest factor in enabling 
nearly 7m. sq. ft. of accommodation in 
London to be derequisitioned. 


Amenities in the Parks 


On December 15, Dr. BARNETT STROSS 
asked the Minister of Works whether he had 
completed his review of projects for the im- 
provement of the Royal Parks and the his- 
toric buildings in his care. 


Sik Davip Ecc.es said there was much 
that could be done to improve the amenities 
of the Royal Parks and of historic buildings 
in his care; and if they could extend the 
national museums and galleries there would 
be opportunities to exhibit beautiful things 
in greater quantity and more appropriately. 
The same was true of science museums. But 
he was limited by the money available, and 
if he were to publish a detailed list of desir- 
able projects, hopes would be raised which 
could not be fulfilled in the foreseeable 
future. 


Dr. Stross asked the Minister whether he 
had noted the inadequate lighting of the 
main roads in the Royal Parks; and whether 
he would replace gaslight by electrical light- 
ing. 

Sir Davip Ecc tes said that the lighting in 
East Carriage Drive, Hyde Park, needed im- 
provement, and he was preparing plans for 
this. The installation would be costly. When 
it had been completed he would consider im- 
provements elsewhere. 


Bricks and Scaffolding 


On December 15, Mr. PARKER asked the 
Minister of Works what steps were being 
taken to overcome the shortage of bricks and 
scaffolding in Dagenham. 


Sir Davip Ecc Les said he was not aware 
of any shortage of scaffolding in Dagenham. 
There was some shortage of bricks in the 
area, but he was hopeful that it would prove 
temporary. 


Smokeless Zones 


On December 15, Sir HERBERT WILLIAMS 
asked the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government which local authorities had 
powers to establish smokeless zones; and 
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which of them had made effective use of their 
powers. 


Mr. MACMILLAN said the following were 
the list-of local authorities in England and 
Wales with statutory powers to establish 
“smokeless zones” Bolton, Bradford, 
Coventry, Manchester, Oxford, Preston, 
Rochdale, Salford, Sunderland and Wolver- 
hampton County Borough Councils; Crewe, 
Swindon and Tottenham Borough Councils; 
and Urmston and West Bridgford UDCs. 


Mr. Dopps asked why it had been decided 
that an Exchequer grant to the Smoke Abate- 
ment Society would not be appropriate at the 
present time in view of the recommendation 
by 13 leading fuel experts that financial 
assistance should be given. 


Mr. MACMILLAN said that the National 
Smoke Abatement Society had been doing 
valuable work for many years as an inde- 
pendent body financed by subscriptions. He 
believed that its independent status was one 
of its assets. A mew and independent 
organisation had now been set up by the 
British Productivity Council to develop the 
fuel efficiency advisory services to industry. 


New Planning Bill 


On December 15, Mr. WarBEyY asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
when he proposed to introduce legislation to 
enable payments to be made from the 
£300m. fund to those persons who had ad- 
mitted claims to compensation. 

Mr. MAcMILLAN said he hoped to intro- 
duce a, Town and Country Planning Bill 
before Easter. 


New Streets Act, 1951 


On December 15, MR. HENRY WHITE asked 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment what representations had been made 
to him by the Derbyshire County Council to 
have an Order made for the provisions of 
the New Streets Act, 1951, to apply to the 
rural district of Chesterfield; whether he had 
now made such an order or why he had de- 
ferred making such an Order; and if he was 
aware of the concern felt within the rural 
district of Chesterfield that a recurrence of 
the difficulties caused by private develop- 
ment in 1930 and subsequent years might 
have again to be endured if an Order was 
not made. 


Mr. MAcMILLAN said that Derbyshire 
County Council had asked him to make an 
Order applying the New Streets Act, 1951, 
to certain rural districts in the county. The 
Act required persons erecting buildings in 
private streets to pay or secure to the local 
authority the estimated cost of street works 
before building began. It did not necessarily 
secure that the streets were made up; and 
the charges were payable irrespective of the 
time that might elapse before this work was 
undertaken. It applied to persons building 
houses for their own occupation as well as 
to persons building for sale. 


He had received complaints from housing 
authorities and other sources about the 
operation of the Act, and he would prefer 
not to extend its provisions to any further 
areas for the time being. He had so informed 
the Derbyshire County Council. 


Billericay and Wickford Expansion 


On December 15, Mr. BRaAINeE asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
what decision had been made following dis- 
cussions between a deputation from the 
Billericay UDC and his department concern- 
ing proposals to expand the towns of Billeri- 
cay and Wickford. 


December 25 1953 


Mr. MACMILLAN said that no decision had 
been made. ‘The discussions between the 
Council’s representatives and his department 
were exploratory; the Council wanted infor- 
mation about the working of the Town De- 
velopment Act. It was now for them to 
consider whether they wished to make 
proposals. 


Exchequer Grants 


On December 15, Mr. MACCOLL asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
what proportion of local government ex- 
penditure, in the last convenient year, falling 
on public funds was met by central govern- 
ment grants in the case of each class of local 
authority. 


Mr. MAcMILLAN said that following were 
the approximate proportions of all revenue 
grants (including reimbursement of the costs 
of requisitioned housing) in respect of the 
financial year 1951/52:—

The Exchequer equalisation grant payable 
to a county council is based on the aggre- 
gate expenditure 6f all the local authorities in 
the administrative county. The figures for 
county councils, therefore, relate in part to 
equalisation grant paid in respect of the ex- 
penditure of non-county borough and urban 
and rural district councils. 


Gatwick Airport 


SiR GORDON ToucuHE asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government if he would 
make a statement regarding the public in- 
quiry into the proposals for the extension of 
Gatwick Airport. 


Mr. MACMILLAN said the terms of refer- 
ence were as follows:— 


“The purpose of the inquiry is to hear 
and report on local objections to the pro- 
posed development of Gatwick as a major 
airport.. Local objections mean objections 
relating to the suitabilty of the site chosen 
for the purpose or to the effect of the pro- 
posed development on local interests. In 
addition, it will be open to objectors to sug- 
gest detailed modification. of the scheme on 
the site as now proposed. 
ever, be open to them to question the need 
to provide a major airport to serve as an 
alternate to London Airport, nor to make 
proposals as to how that need should be 
met.” 


Coming now to procedure, it was proposed 
to appoint an independent chairman to con- 
duct the inquiry and to publish his report 
which would be submitted to the Minister 
for the information of HM Government. The 
name of the person appointed would be an- 
nounced as soon as possible. 


Rebuilding the City 


On December 15, SiR RUPERT DE LA BERE 
asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
whether the Government were now in a 
position to make a statement regarding some 
modification or amendment of their capital 
investment programme, with special refer- 
ence to the effect of the programme on the 
rebuilding of the City of London. 


It will not, how- § 
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Mr. BUTLER said it was the practice of the 
Government to undertake a review of invest- 
ment at about this period of each year, and 
he was not able to anticipate the outcome 
of the current review. As regarded the re- 
building of the City of London, their decision 
in principle to issue further licences was an- 
nounced recently. He understood that the 
Minister of Works was already in touch with 
the City authorities,

New Specifications 


MONG the British Standards issued 

recently by the British Standards Insti- 
tution is BS 2054; “ Augers and Auger Bits,” 
price 4s. This specification is one of the 
group of standards for hand tools issued 
during the past two years, and is comple- 
mentary to that recently prepared for bit 
braces, BS 1978. It presents the require- 
ments for the material and its heat treatment, 
together with the accuracy, finish and dimen- 
sions of the tools whose quality is assured by 
the soundness and performance tests. The 
Scotch-pattern eyed auger and three bits, 
namely the solid centre with Jennings pattern 
nose, the Scotch pattern and the Jennings 
pattern, are also dealt with. 

Also recently issued is BS 1207, “ Hollow 
Glass_ Blocks,” price 2s. This British 
Standard was first published in 1944, and has 
now been brought up to date in the light 
of changes in manufacturing technique. The 
dimensions, construction and finish specified 
apply to both glass-sealed and_plastic- 
bonded blocks, and ensure adequate strength 
for non-load bearing internal or external wall 
panels up to 20 ft. in height and 120 sq. ft. 
in area. 

Another British Standard published is PD 
1736, price 2s. 6d. This is Addendum No. 1 
to BS 449, “ Use of structural steel in build- 
ing” and deals with the use of tubular steel 
in building. It sets out the modifications of, 
and additions to, clauses of BS 449 which can 
be applied to tubular steel structures. In 
due course the addendum will be combined 
with the main volume of BS 449. 


Farm Buildings 


The British Standards Institution has 
issued BS 2053, “General Purpose Farm 
Buildings,” price 2s. 6d. This standard 
describes single-storey farm buildings with 
pitched roofs for general purposes which are 
capable of adaptation to a wide variety of 
farm uses. Basic dimensions are given for 
truss centres, three spans and four heights 
of buildings, and the design requirements 
for loading and stresses in the materials used 
are formulated. It has been recognised that 
design requirements need not be as stringent 
as for buildings with the usual floor and ceil- 
ing finishes and that a building originally 
ordered as cladded might be changed to an 
open-sided building at a later date, or vice 
versa. Allowance has been made for such 
contingencies and also for buildings where 
natural shelter from the wind is afforded. 
Provision is made for requirements for the 
components of buildings in steel, reinforced 
concrete, timber and aluminium alloy, and 
recommendations are given for concrete 
foundation work. A list of British Standards 
is given which may be required to complete 
the building. 


Ballvalves (Portsmouth Type) 


Another British Standard recently issued 
is BS 1212, “ Ballvalves (Portsmouth type) 
excluding floats,” price 6s. This has been 
revised in order to enable the floats for ball- 
valves to be manufactured separately and to 
bear their own appropriate BS number 
according to whether they are of copper or 
plastics material. Therefore, it now deals 
with the bodies and levers only, and gives 
references to the appropriate size of BS float 
for use in the complete assembly. The 
principal feature of the ballvalve is the 
removable seat, which enables this part to 
be made of specially suitable material to 
reduce wear, and it also enables the ball- 
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valve to be adjusted to suit pressure and flow 
requirements by simply inserting a seat with 
the correct sized orifice. An appendix gives 
the flow at various heads through the 
different sizes of orifice available. The lever 
rod assembly, in two-piece types, now has 
a soldered joint, thus obviating the weaken- 
ing of the end of the lever by cutting a screw 
thread. 

The range of sizes and types remains un- 
altered, but it is now permissible to use 
direct methods of connection to the pipe-line 
instead of either a tail for lead pipe or a 
threaded end for iron barrel, provided the 
method used does not reduce the metal thick- 
nesses below a prescribed minimum. This 
should enable some types of coupling for 
copper to be formed on the shank itself. 
Provision is also made for the use of copper 
tail pipes instead of brass if preferred. The 
standard embodies provision for the use of 
registered certification marks owned by the 
BSI and the British Waterworks Association 
as an independent assurance that the product 
does in fact comply with the standard. 


Concrete Blocks 


A British Standard, which is a revision of 
the three previous standards for precast 
concrete blocks BS’s 492, 728 and 834, has 
also been issued by the British Standards 


Institution. This is BS 2028, “ Precast Con- 
crete Blocks,” price 3s. 
The object of combining the three 


standards was to obviate difficulties in 
identifying blocks conforming to a particular 
standard. In the new standard distinction is 
made by dividing the blocks into three types: 
type A, dense aggregate concrete blocks; 
type B, lightweight aggregate concrete blocks 
for load-bearing walls; and type C, light- 
weight aggregate concrete blocks for non- 
load-bearing partitions. The aggregates 
permissible for use in each type are specified. 
Hollow blocks may be manufactured in 
each type provided that they comply with the 
appropriate requirements for strength. There 
has been little change in the dimensions of 
the blocks but for the additional provision 
made for blocks of a height that will bend 
with bricks 2% in. high as well as the 
original sizes bonding with 2% in. bricks. 

As in the previous standards, no attempt 
has been made to provide for fair-faced 
blocks for external unrendered or otherwise 
unprotected walls, neither have require- 
ments for aerated concrete building blocks 
been included, as this was thought imprac- 
tical at the present stage of their develop- 
ment, apart from the dimensions which are 
already dealt with in BS 1364. The density 
of the lightweight aggregates for types B 
and C blocks has been fixed at a maximum 
of 100 Ib. per cub. ft., and the compressive 
Strength at an average for a sample of 12 
blocks of 400 Ib. per sq. in. of the net area 
as compared with 500 Ib. per sq. in. for the 
type A blocks. In each instance a permissive 
variation is given of 25 per cent. for the 
lowest individual block of the 12. Kk is 
hoped that this method of strength test will 
enable a better average output to be 
obtained. For the type C non-load-bearing 
blocks a transverse strength test is used best 
on the lowest breaking load block test. The 
usual tests for drying, shrinkage and 
moisture content have also been included. 
An alternative method of jointing, that is 
the double-groove joint, is now permissive, 
in addition to the original tongued and 
grooved joint.

Tenth Designers’ Conference 


. REMARKABLE Lecture in the Year 
A.D. 3053” was the title of a fantasy 
created by ProFEssoR A. E. RICHARDSON, 
RA, at the opening dinner of the British 
Colour Council 10th Designers’ Conference 
which was held in Bath from October 5 to 8. 
This purported to be a lecture given in 
New Zealand concerning research carried out 
to discover the civilisation of Great Britain 
which perished during the 20th Century. 
This was a curtain raiser to the Professor’s 
talk “The Improvement of Domestic Archi- 
tecture.” 

Professor Richardson referred to the 
beautiful architecture of Bath, “the acme 
of taste” ... “this inheritance which we 
call tradition” . . . and challenged the com- 
pany to be content with to-day’s square 
boxes compounded of synthetic materials— 
“our terrible blocks . . . ill proportioned, 
badly designed and_ coloured.” “The 
ordinary man is entitled to the very best,” 
he said, and urged his audience to encourage 
“the ordinary people of England” not to be 
misled by arguments, not to be controlled 
by critics who never designed anything in 
their lives. but to be thankful that so much 
is good. Hc urged the designers to accept 
“ocular evidence,” the evidence of their own 
eyes. ‘We must recover our simplicity,” 
he said, “ study with humility the elementary 
building principles—not losing our traditions, 
but studying the great examples of the past 
and varying with infinite variation on a 
sound basis.” ‘We must not be ruled by 
density,” he said, “but give to each man 
his own front door, his own windows, his 
garden. We must have new settlements with 
decent shopping centres with grass and 
space.” 

Professor Richardson reminded delegates 
of their influence as designers. “‘ Your taste 
is good, but you can go better than that. 
Your duty is to encourage the ordinary 
people of England and give them an ideal 
once again.” 

Replying, SiR ERNEST GOODALE. CBE, MC, 
president of the British Colour Council, 
made a plea that everyone should put his 
heart into his work which would go far to 
effect the higher productivity we so greatly 
needed. 

On the morning of October 6, a meeting 
was held in the Assembly Hall of the Bath 
College of Domestic Science, Brougham 
Hayes, when a panel of speakers chaired by 
Sir Ernest Goodale, were prepared to answer 
“Any Questions” concerned with problems 
of colour and design in interior decoration. 

After the meeting delegates visited Somer- 
set Place where several of the eighteenth- 
century terrace houses, bombed during the 
war, have been rebuilt behind the original 
stone front. 

On October 7, a visit was made to the 
Bath Cabinet Makers, a firm which originated 
in 1892 when a small band of cabinet makers 
formed the Bath Cabinet Makers’ Guild. 
Later in the day delegates visited Corsham 
Court, the home of Lord Methuen, where 
they saw the state rooms and picture galleries 
and the very beautifu] gardens. 

On October 8, a business meeting was 
held at which Mr. R. F. Wilson, Art Direc- 
tor, summed up the events of the Confer- 
ence. The final visit of the programme was 
made to the Avon India Rubber Co., Ltd., 
at Melksham.

Soil Stabilisation Demonstration 


METHODS of making roads on housing 

estates more cheaply and more quickiy 
than by traditional means were (as briefiy 
reported in our last issue) demonstrated to 
Mr. Ernest Marples, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, when he visited Dartford, Kent, on 
December 15. 

Local authorities whose soil is suitable, 
are being urged by the Ministry to adopt 
these methods, which since 1945 have saved 
Dartford Borough Council at least £24,000, 
or over £12 a house. 

Mr. ‘Marples inspected roads at the 
Temple Hill Housing Estate which have 
been built on stabilised soil, and saw in 
action a new British machine which per- 
forms the soil stabilising process in one 
operation. 

This, in simple terms, consists of mixing 
a stabiliser, usually cement, with the soil, 
over which the road will run to provide a 
firm base for the tarmac surface. Labofa- 
tory tests are needed to show whether the 
soil is suitable. Those most likely to be are 
gravels, sandy soils, loams and sandy clays. 
But if the soil on the site is not easily 
stabilised a more suitable type can be 
brought in from elsewhere. 

At Dartford the soil on the housing 
estates is readily stabilised. The top soil 
containing organic material is first stripped 
off and the remaining soil shaped to the line 
of the road. It is then broken up into small 
particles and mechanically mixed with 
cement. Water is sprayed on to make the 
mixture moist enough to remain stable 
when the surface is rolled, the last stage in 
the preparation of the base before the 
tarmac surface is laid. 

Among the advantages of soil stabilisa- 
tion listed by the Ministry are:— 

(1) Only about half the amount of 
cement normally used in concrete roads 
is needed. 

(2) No hardcore is required, and as the 
soil itself is used it is no longer necessary 
for large quantities to be carted away. 

(3) Roads can be built in a quarter to 
a fifth of the normal construction time. 

(4) Roadmaking for housing schemes 
can be done when weather conditions are 
easiest, and the danger of starting house 
building before the roads are ready is 
avoided. 

Plant in common use’in the building 
industry or in agriculture can be employed 
with or without slight adaptation. Special 
machinery is, however, now being made in 
this country. 

Mr. Marples saw a new British single pass 
soil stabilising machine in action. It con- 
sists of a light crawler tractor towing a 
processing unit comprising a cement distri- 
butor followed by a mixer which pulverises 
the soil and mixes cement with it. Water is 
then automatically added to the mixture of 
soil and cement. Towed behind the proces- 
sing machine is another rotating mixer and 
a machine for compacting the soil cement 
with a series of dropping weights. As it 
travels over the cleared sub-soil it leaves a 
fully prepared road base behind.

To the industrialist he said, “ Unless a 
reasonable number. of you go out of the 
congested urban areas, your cost of produc- 
tion will be steadily increasing, your labour 
will cost you more, the housing problem 
will force the best personnel to seek other 
fields and traffic conditions in London will 
become so impossible that they will slow 
down your machine at great cost.” 

“My final word,” said Mr. Stamp, “is 
to planners and all those of you here. Be- 
cause you are here you are interested and 
can help. This plan I have outlined is a 
practical plan and with my authority behind 
Twelve 
thousand dwellings a year with industry is 
chicken feed for us now. The limit cannot 
be measured, From acquisition to Garden 
City we can take in our stride the whole of 
it. We know the snags, we have surmounted 
all the difficulties. There is little we do not 
know about planning new communities. 

“There is an answer to the farmers, and 
to those whose love of their country does 
not pass beyond their own garden gates. 
Planners and architects know how to en- 
hance the beauty of the countryside and 
not to spoil it. I say to the members of 
the Association and their friends, go out into 
the towns and the countryside and tell them 
what they are missing and what is waiting 
at their door.” 
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MONOPOLIES COMMISSION 
New Appointments

PARKS COMMISSION 


Fourth Annual Report 


"THE fourth report of the National Parks 

Commission (HMSO, price 2s. 6d.), 
covering the year ending September 30. 1953, 
has been published. During the Commis- 
sion’s third full year, the designation of the 
North York Moors National Park was con- 
firmed, and the National Park Planning 
Committee was set up by the North Riding 
County Council. This park comprises some 
600 square miles, and the total area of 
National Parks in England and Wales now 
totals 3.435 square miles. 

On December 7 the Commission desig- 
nated the Yorkshire Dales National Park, 
and this designation is now awaiting confirm- 
ation by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. An administrative system for 
the Snowdonia National Park has been set 
up. This consists of a joint advisory com- 
mittee, together with three separate park 
planning committes responsible severally for 
the parts of the park lying within the 
counties of Caernarvon, Denbigh and 
Merioneth. Sir Patrick Abercrombie has 
been appointed consultant to the advisory 
committee. This experimental system is for 
a period of three years, expiring in February, 
1956. 3 

During the year the Peak Park Planning 
Board completed the first access agreements 
under the Act. These related to nearly 6.000 
acres in the Kinder Scout area. This board 
also appointed a head warden to enlist 
voluntary assistance for preventing damage 
over all access land in the Park. The com- 
mission report some of the work done by 
the planning boards and committees in the 
various parks in controlling development 
and in the study of the requirements of those 
in search of outdoor recreation. During the 
year the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government approved the report of a long 
distance route of 150 miles round the coast 
of Pembroke, and the commission also sub- 
mitted a report for a path 133 miles along 
the south coast of Cornwall, the latter to 
link with the Cornwall north coast path 
approved in 1952. The total mileage of 
routes for which proposals have been 
approved now amounts to nearly 600. 

The approval of routes is, of course, only 
the first stage, and the acquisition of new 
rights of way by the local authorities is 
proving a long and tedious process. 
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QUICKER HOUSE BUILDING 
Use of Standard Components Urged 


LocaL HOUSING AUTHORITIES in England 
and Wales are again urged to make full use 
of British Standards in a circular (No. 71/53) 
issued on December 15 by Mr. Harold Mac- 
millan, the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government. “Their advantages are now 
well established—they make for quicker and 
cheaper manufacture, facilitate construction 
on the site, and assure economy in mainten- 
ance costs,” says the circular. 


To ensure that housing authorities are kept 
up to date, the British Standards Institution 
is sending them a list showing current 
standards most likely to be applicable to 
local authority housing schemes. The list 
will be reissued with amendments at intervals 
of six to nine months. It includes such things 
as materials for walls, ceiling finishes, roofs, 
floors, windows, doors, kitchen and bath- 
room fittings, stoves, boilers, paints and 
wallpapers. 


NATIONAL PAINTERS’ 
COMMITTEE 


Furthering Craft Interests 


THe Councit of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers has estab- 
lished a National Painters’ Committee, on 
which each of its ten Regional Federations is. 
represented. 


The first meeting of the committee was 
held on December 9, when Mr. L. A. Walden 
(Junior Vice-President) was elected chair- 
man. There followed a vigorous and useful 
preliminary discussion. of the many pro- 
blems and difficulties facing the painting and 
decorating trade. 


Many topics were suggested for discussion 
at future meetings, and it was generally 
felt that much useful and important work 
could, and would, be carried out by the 
committee to further the craft interests of 
painters and decorators within the general 
framework of the Federation’s activities. 


WET AND DRY ROT 
* Alarming Increase ” 


“IN RECENT YEARS there has been an 
alarming increase in the incidence of wet 
and dry rot, attack by wood-boring insects 
in timber, and other forms of wood decay,” 
said Mr. L. E. Otpripce, chairman of 
Cuprinol, Ltd., at a sales conference in 
London on December 11. This increase was 
partly due to the difficulty of obtaining 
copper, zinc and other ingredients for preser- 
vatives during the past fifteen years, coms 
bined with difficulties in maintaining woods 
work and structural timber under wartime 
and early post-war conditions. 


_ The increasing practice of pressure 
impregnation of timber before erection 
would considerably reduce the incidence of 
decay and infestation of timber going into 
new buildings, but there would continue to 
be a very real need for a complementary 
wood preserver which could effectively be 
applied by brush or spray on untreated 
woodwork, in furniture, buildings, etc., to 
give lasting protection. 


It was good practice, he said, even when 
using timber which had been _pressure- 
treated to give a final application of preser- 
vative at joints where the pressure-treated 
surface had been broken in fabrication by 
sawing, dovetailing, machining, boring, etc.

Cement Shortage in West Country 


Builders in Cornwall are faced with a 
serious shortage of cement, and if the posi- 
tien is not improved immediately, it is re- 
ported that some big contracts will have to 
e suspended. Stocks are very low, and in 
some cases contractors are regarding the 
position as “ grave.” Mr. V. H. Chapman, of 
Messrs. Dingle, Snowdon and Prisk, Redruth, 
said on December 14, 
serious as it was in the summer of 19952, 
when Cornwall had a cement famine. The 
outlook is absolutely grim, particularly as 
we are so close to Christmas, and unless we 
get supplies very quickly indeed standing off 
of workers is inevitable. I have not heard 
any excuses this time. In 1952 the shortage 
was attributed to a breakdown on cement 
works. Nothing is being said now, and we 
can only conclude that the supplies are 
being diverted to the North of England. 
where the mild weather has permitted exten- 
sive building operations at a time of the 
‘year when that ‘work is normally slight.” 
The position in Plymouth is not so acute as 
in Cornwall. A boat has arrived at this port 
and dist#ibution will be effected immediately. 
‘A new.‘cement works has been opened at 
Saltram which has a capacity of 40.000 tons 
a year...

It is reported 
that the company will have to close down, 
and that Mr. D. J. Davenport-Handley, 
owner of the company, is to offer for sale 
Clipsham Hall and his 2,000-acre estate, 
which includes eight farms. The quarry 
was opened on the strength of borehole find- 
ings which showed a 30 ft. face of stone. 
Chis was confirmed, but the blocks proved 
to have been shaken to pieces, probably by 
a volcanic eruption.

The Council’s own 
schemes include about 400 new dwellings, 
some of them flats, and a considerable num- 
ber of conversions.

Portuguese West Africa-—-The Govern- 
ment of Angola, Portuguese West Africa, has 
authorised the opening of a credit of £14m. 
in favour of the Mocamedes Railway for 
building another extension eastwards to Vila 
Serpa Pinto. This grant also is to cover 
the building of a bridge over the Cunene 
River. 

A commission has been formed to select 
a route to build a railway which will join 
Luanda to the Portuguese Congo, making 
use of the present track to Malange, with 
the object of serving Uige and its surround- 
ing districts. 

Hangars and administration buildings are 
to be built at the Vila Luso aerodrome. 
There is also persistent talk of building a 
new aerodrome at Camabatela, which is 
about 100 kilometres from Uige and 150 
from Lucala. 

A large tourist hotel is to be built in Ben- 
guela. It is reported that it will be fitted 
with all modern comforts. The authorities 
at the town will have details of this hotel. 
Nothing is known here. Messrs. Soc. Sore- 
fame have been given the contract to build 
the Biopo dam. The undertaking will take 
three years and will cost about £4m. 


Sierra Leone—A grant of £203,600 has 
been made from UK Colonial Development 
and Welfare funds for the building and fur- 
nishing of four hospitals, which are expected 
to be completed in three years. 


CANADIAN TRADE FAIR 
A Shop-Window for Prefabrication 


THE OPPORTUNITY presented to exporters 
of prefabricated buildings by the Canadian 
International Trade Fair, to be held at 
Toronto from May 31 to June 11 next, was 
stressed by Miss M. Armstrong at a meeting 
held at the Ministry of Works in London 
last week. This Fair brings together archi- 
tects. builders and buyers from every part 
of Canada, and the Canadian Government, 
as organisers, are prepared to devote a 
special section at the Fair to prefabricated 
buildings, to take the form either of an open- 
air site adjacent to the main buildings on 
which actual structures can be erected, or 
space within the Fair buildings where 
models, photograshs, etc., can be shown.

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Concern About Poor Materials 


ONCERN about some of the materials 
going into houses being built by Edin- 
burgh Corporation was expressed by a 
number of members of the Housing Com- 
mittee on December 15. 

The question: “Are they of sound 
quality? ” was asked by CouNcILLor D. M. 
Swanson, who felt that some of the new 
houses were going to land the Corporation 
into a big repair bill. 

Another member, CouNciLLor T. D. 
Hunter, thought that full plans of every 
house, before construction, should be care- 
fully examined by the committee. “Then 
it would be our responsibility,” he said. 
“We get schemes put before us, we see 
the artist’s impression of these, but we are 
not aware of the details of the building.” 

The City Architect, Mr. A. STEELE, gave 
an assurance that specifications for houses, 
produced by the Corporation, were quite 
adequate. They knew they had good clerks 
of works and architects and that good crafts- 
manship was applied to the jobs. “But we 
are forced to accept standards that normally 
we would not accept,” he added. 

COUNCILLOR J. C. BROWN disagreed that 
all timber and bricks being used in new 
houses were much inferior to pre-war pro- 
ducts. “The standards generally have been 
most excellently maintained,” said Councillor 
Brown. “We have built 22,000 houses in 
Edinburgh since the war. It is very easy to 
pick a few from certain streets and say that 
everything is wrong. With all the difficulties 
of supplies, and so on, I think our architects 














and contractors have done well.”

increase during the year of £298,720 which I feel sure you will regard as 
highly satisfactory. Current assets exceeded current liabilities by 
£1,793,788, a ratio of 2.36 to 1, and it will be observed that loan capital 
and bank overdrafts have been teduced by £310,459 during the year, 
leaving the total amount due in this respect of £486,603. Stocks and work 
in progress have been reduced by £504,608 and it is satisfactory to record 
that we are more than maintaining our turnover on these reduced stock 
oldings. ; 

: Cannel expenditure amounted to £128,319 during the past year and 
was mainly in respect of replacements and renewals of worn and obsolete 
PWe have réviewed our requirements for the next year and have decided 
on certain extensions to our Stratford wharf at a cost of up to £100,000, 
which will enable us to increase the volume of goods handled and cheapen 
costs. This expenditure has been necessitated by the compulsory acquisi- 
tion of our Millwall wharf by the London County Council for a children’s 
playground. In common with neighbouring proprietors, we are negotiat- 
ing for adequate compensation for the loss of this wharf.

One feature of modern business development which does not appear to 
be properly appreciated by our legislative friends is the lack of adequate 
reward obtainable by those who are prepared to undertake the hazards 
of operating overseas in undeveloped territories, most of which are subject 
to extremes of heat or cold. Enterprises embarking on such operations 
which remain domiciled in this country are treated in exactly the same 
manner as those concerns which operate under the more sheltered and 
favoured conditions of a highly developed community such as obtain in 
this country. In other words they are charged exactly the same rate of 
tax on profits, if any, earned overseas and are granted practically the same 
capital allowances despite all the dangers, both climatic and political, 
which are inherent in these overseas operations. — 

In my considered opinion special consideration should be extended 
to trading enterprises such as our own who have the will, determination 
and capacity to develop our colonial and overseas resources. 

As regards our home operations, I view the future with confidence. 
Prices of the commodities in which we deal have been relatively stable 
during the past year and as far as can be foreseen these conditions are 

ik inue. : 
We ween the announcement that softwoods have now been entirely 
freed from all control and look forward to further relaxations in the 
control on importation of plywood which appears to be imminent. 

During the period since the close of the accounts, turnover has increased 
and trading results continue to be satisfactory. 

We shall continue our policy of modernising our plant and techniques 
to enable us to attain maximum production and I may say that we have 
achieved a notable success in this policy at our door factory in Hull. 

It is most gratifying to record that our exports of hardwoods produced 
in our sawmills in the Gold Coast and British Honduras have substantially 
increased during the past year, particularly in sales to the United States. 
New markets have also been opened up on the Continent and in South 
a in the Gold Coast has been producing regularly through- 
out the year and the lumber flowing from this unit in steadily increasing 
volume has been favourably commented on both in the United Kingdom 

ited States. 

Vibe pe the past year have been made by myself and other mem- 
bers of your Board, and of the Boards of subsidiary companies, to our 
forests and sawmills in British Honduras and West Africa, and to 
North America, South Africa, Australia and many European countries 
where valuable contracts have been secured, while a new subsidiary com- 
pany has been acquired in Jamaica since the close of the accounts before 
you.
